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REFORM AGAIN . TRIUMPHS. 


‘THE PENDLETON BILL PASSED BY 
THE HOUSE. 

THE MEASURE RUSHED THROUGH WITHOUT 
DEBATE OR AMENDMENT BY A VOTE OF 
MORE THAN THREE TO ONE. 

Wasninoton, Jan. 4.—By a vote of more 
than 8 to 1 and after only 30 minutes’ 
debate the Pendleton Civil Service Reform bill 
was this afternoon passed by the House pre- 
tisely as itcame from the Senate, and now it 
needs nothing but the approval of the Presi- 
dent to make it a law of the land. While the 
majority in favor of the bill was.very large, 
and the Democrats contributed a share of the 
affirmative votes on its final passage, they 
peized the only opportunity offered to 
them to cause delay by voting for a 
motion to recommit for amendment, a 
motion that would, if successful, have been 
fazal to the bill by delaying it beyond the pos- 
sibility of passage during the present session. 
On the direct proposition to accept or reject 
the bill about half of the Democrats who had 
voted to send it back to the committee were 
constrained to change to the affirmative, a 
decent regard for public opinion, no doubt, 
preventing them from putting their names on 
record against a measure with the object of 
which they do not sympathize. 

To most of the members of the House the 
expeditious passage of the bill was a surprise. 
To many Democrats who had hoped to be able 
to talk the reform to death its passage within 
two hours and a half after it wa# reported was 
n painful disappointment. To a few earnest 
friends of the measure the-course pursued was 
only the performance of a programme ar- 
ranged last night, and carried out to the very 
letter. Mr. Hiscock, whose services in behalf 
of the bill must cause his name to be remem- 
bered gratefully by the friends of civil.service 
reform, last night held a consultation with 
several friends of the Pendleton bill, at which 
it was decided that as soon as the Army Ap- 
propriation bill was disposed of the Pendleton 
bill should be brought in by Mr. Kassun, and 
that it should be pressed to its passage before 
an adjournmert.» The scheme was entirely 
successful. 

It was about. 3 o’clock when the Army bill 
‘was passed. When the result of the roll-call 
on its passage was announced Mr. Kasson was 
standing in his place with his report ready, 
and Speaker Keifer promptly recognized him. 
In making his report Mr. Kasson asked in be- 
half of his committee that the House should 
nish the bill this week. The House was great- 
ly interested in the report, and members were 
soon standing up in groups in the aisles, and 
talking loudly about it. Mr. O'Neill, of Penn- 
sylvania, asked that an hour be fixed when a 
vote should be taken on Saturday. No atten- 
tion was paid to that, and little to the inquiry 
of Mr. Upson, of Texas, about a detailed re- 
port from the committee and to his point that 
another House bil! should take precedence, be- 
cause a day had been fixed, Dec. 19, 
when the bill he . referred to. should 
be taken up = as ‘a special order. 
The Speaker very promptly disposed of 
the point of order raised by Mr. Upson, ruling 
the Texas member out and giving good par- 
liamentary reasons for according precedence 
tothe Civil Service bill. The opponents of 
the bill had become very noisy, and were 
swarming intothe aisles and the area, and 
shouting for recognition to make all sorts of 
motions. Mr. Cox, of New-York, who was 
recognized, made his voice heard above the 
din, as be went on to say that he regarded the 
Shipping bill quite as important as this for 


civil service reform. In order to save a 
discussion, therefore, and in view 
of the fact that the Pendleton bill, just re- 
ported, had been very thoroughly discussed in 
the Senate, he proposed that it now be put 
npon its passage without debate. This propo- 
tition created a deep sensation. Mr. Reagan, 
a stubborn Democratic ene of civil ser- 
vice reform, stood up with a blank look of as- 
tonishment on his face, and some of his neigh- 
bors wondered what impelled a host of mem- 
bers to set up thecry ‘‘ Vote, vote!” which 
arose fromall sides. Mr. Kasson’s motion to 
to consideration was adopted by a viva 
‘voce vote, the negative voices being all on 
the Vemocratic side. Again Mr. Cox made 
his motion forthe immediate passage of the 
bill, the Speaker vainly endeavoring to sub- 
ue the noise and excitement ail over the 
thamber. Mr. m wanted to make an 
sxplanatery speech, and Mr. Bland, at the 
tame time, exerted himself to be heard ona 
point of order, which the Speaker swept away 
as having already been decided, a chorus, 
meanwhile, of ‘Call the roll,” ‘ Vote,” and 
** Pass the bill’ rendering the voices of Messrs. 
Kasson, Bland, and the Speaker almost in- 
tudible. 

At last a degree of order was secured and 
Clerk Kenyon began to read the bill, while 
Mr. Cox was surrounded by a body of his 
Democratic associates, who were anxious to 
know what was 7. When the readin 
was concluded Mr. n in endeavo 
to make himself heard. The House was now 
wildly enthusiastic in its desire to pass the bill, 
and again the cry of ** Vote, vote!” inter- 
rated Mr. Kasson in a loud chorus. The 
previous question was ordered amid great a 
plause, the Democrats furnishing all the feeble 
opposition that was manifested. ce more Mr. 
Kassou tried to speak. The House was in 
no bumor to hear him, but persisted 
in demanding a vote, while the Speaker made 
futile efforts to secure order by pounding in- 
cessantly with his gavei. At last Mr. Kasson 

to let the House know that he had 
discovered one or two errors in the Senate bill 
which ought to be corrected. It was no time 
to have immaterial errors attended to, and 
once more the shout “ Vote, vote!’’ went up, 
and Mr. Kasson reluctantly subsided. The bill 
bad its third reading, and then, uuder the rule, 
80 minutes were allowed for discussion, to be 
shared by the friends and opponents of the 
measure, 

Mr. Reagan, who speaks thickly and can be

bili” Mr. Kasson, when asked to give 
his sanction to the amendments of 
Messrs. Townshend and Robinson of 


New-York, the latter desiring to make 
the bill take effect after the election of a 
President in 1854, said he had no authority to 
consent, and unanimous consent was almost 
unanimously refusec. Mr. Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, was unsuccessful in attempting to secure 
the adoption of an amendment repealing the 
Tenure of Office act, although he was allowed 
to make a speech ridiculing the bill, Mr. Buck- 
ner, on the Democratic side, spoke briefly for 
the bill as an “‘ entering wedge,’’ and Mr. Cal- 
kins, on the Republican side, spoke three min- 
utes in support of the measure as one that 
Republicans could stand while in office, 
and that the Democrats who expected to get 
into office ought not to be afraid of. Messrs. 
George D. Kobinson, of Massachusetts, and 
Willis, of penny, followed with warm 
speeches for the bill, and Mf. Kasson closed 
the debate with a history of previous attempts 
to reform the civil service, not omitting to 
maintain that he considered the bill drafted 
by himself as more full y calculated to protect 
pffice-holders from political assessments than 
the Pendleton bill. He admitted that pop- 
olar feeling is against political assessments 
and bossism in Congress, and, waiving any 
objections he might have, he cheerfully 
and heartily sustained the Pendleton bill. As 
for the proposition to prohibit employes from 
spending money for political purposes if they 
saw fit todoso. he would oppose that as de- 








Eeting. Mr. Phil Thompson, of Kentueky, 
elayed the passage of the bill by a motion, 
complicated at first, but finally modified so as 
to make the fourteenth section prohibit em- 
ployes from paying money to any person for 
political purposes. On this amendment a vote 
Was taken by yeas and nays, the motion being 
to recommit with instructions to report atany 
time. The motion was lost—85 tol1l4. All of 
the Democrats did not vote yea, but all of the 
affirmative votes but one, that of Mr. Moore, 
of Tennessee, were cast by Democrats, Messrs. 
Beach, Belmont, Cox, Flower, Hardy, and 
Nolan, of New-York, being among the num- 
ber, while Mr. Blissand Mr. Hewitt voted in 
the negative. 

The previous question was ordered upon the 
passage of the bill, and the roll was called 
again. Democrats and Republicans wheeled 
into line on the affirmative side, the negative 
voters being few and far apart. 1t was nearly 
5:30 when the result was announced: ‘ The 
bill is passed—155 in the affirmative, 47 in the 
negative.” Ashout of triumph went up re- 

rdless of the hammered protests of the 

peaker, and the good work was done. 

Of the 47 votes recorded in opposition to 
civil service reform, 40 were cast by Democrats 
and 7 by Republicans. The Republican oppo- 
nents of the measure were Messrs. Hubbs, of 
North Carolina; Marsh, of Illinois; Moore, of 
Tennessee; Robinson, of Ohio; Smalis, (co!- 
ored,§ of South Carolina; Steele, of Indiana, 
and Thomas, of Illinois. Mr. Archibald Bliss 
was the only New-York member recorded 
against the bill. Messrs, Hardenbergh and 
Koss, of New-Jersey, were among its oppo- 
nents.

Among those who rejoice over the final pas- 
sage of this important bill is Mr. Dorman B. 
Eaton, who has been a constant attendant at 
the Capitol during the debates. Mr. Eaton 
has labored without cessation for the success 
of the bill in which he has taken so much in- 
terest, andif acomplete record of his work 
could be presented, the great value of his ser- 
vices, known to comparatively few, would be 
generally recognized. Mr. Eaton said to-night 
that be regarded the passage of the bill as a 
triumph of the better elements in both political 

arties. Hespoke of the support given in the 
aims by Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, who intro- 
duced the Pendleton bill, by Mr. Hewitt and 
other Democrats, as evidence of the feeling 
manifested by a portion of the Democratic 
oT: Some of the warmest advocates of the 
bill have quite recently been converted to 
its support, and other members, who had 
made preparations to load it down and 
delay its passage by ‘vigorously sup- 
porting obnoxious amendments, were led to 
change their minds only a short time 
before the vote was taken. In securing the 
prompt passage of the biilin the House some 
excelient parliamentary work was laid out be- 
forehand and done at the proper time, while 
the unwearying labors of Mr. Eaton, in meet- 
ing the objections of members and striving to 
remove them by’explanation and argument, 
ought not to be omitted from any statement of 
the influences which contributed to the suc- 
cess of the measure. 


THE RIVAL TARIFF MEASURES. 
OPINIONS AS TO THE PROSPECTS @F A RE- 
VISION AT THIS SESSION. 

* Wasatneron, Jan. 4.—Now that the Sen- 
ate Kinance Committee has reported a tariff 
bill, the Waysand Means Committee of the 
House will not be far behind in the work. It 
was said a few days ago that the House com- 
mittee would not be ready to report a bill be- 
fore Jan. 15, but it is said to-night upon good 
authority that the House committee’s bill will 
probably be reported before the end of this 
week, although it may not come in until 
Monday. The House committee seem’ to be 
passing the last days of their work in 
raising rates, for to-day they increased the 
rates upon books beyond those recommended 
by the commission and took wood-pulp from 
the free list, where the commission had placed 
it, and fixed the duty upon it at 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. Opinions differ as to the pros- 
pects of tariff revision at this session. The bills 
reported in each house will be antagonistic in 
many respects, and some persons think that 
this conflict will prevent the enactment of any 


law. The Senate bill seems to be much more 
satisfactory to the revenue reformers, for it is 
frequently said that the Ways and Means 
Committee have apparently endeavored to see 
how near they could come to the existing 
tariff without creating an impression that they 
were opposed to any reduction of rates. The 
House is tenacious of its constitutional preroga- 
tive in relation to revenue bills, and it is said 
by members of the House that the Senate bill 
will not be considered by the lower branch. 

Among the opinions expressed to-day was 
this, that the House bill might be passed, the 
revenue reformers contenting themselves with 
recording treir votes pon amendments in ac- 
cordance with their views. But the consider- 
ation of a _ general tariff bill has al- 
ways heretofore consumed a_ great deal 
of time. There are about 50 working 
days remaining, and the most important 
of the appropriation bills are yet to come. 
It may be that Congress, urged by a desire to 
dispose of the subject, and stimulated by pub- 
lic opinion, will make rapid progress upon the 
tariff question, amicably settle the marked dif- 
ferences of opinion between the Senate and the 
House, and enact # new general tari law be- 
fore March 4; but it hardly seems probable 
that this will be done. Ever since the 
debate began, last session, upon the bill to 
create a Tariff Commission, there have been 
Republicans who have been hoping that the 
whole subject would be carried over, so that it 
might become an issue in the next Presidential 
campaign. There were some who regarded 
the commission plan as a means to secure that 
end, reasoning that the present session would 
be too short for completing a revision. These 
men hold that the Democratic Party would 
break up on such an ‘ssue, whiie the Republi- 
can Party might become substantially united 
in support of protection. The drift of 
public opinion has not changed the 
minds of some of these persons. A Re- 
publican Senator was anxiously trying to 
find out the other day, »y a consultation of 
all available sources of information, whether 
it was probable that there would be a revision 
atthis session. He came tothe conclusion that 
there would not bea revision, and seemed to 
be delighted on that account, solely because of 
the desires of his constituents and his interest 
in the next Presidential campaign. 

A gentleman who has paid much attention 
to the work of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee says that the bill to be reported by 
that committee will be more symmetri- 
cal than the Senate bill, ana will not 
contain as many errors, because the committee 
have been assisted by chemists and other ex- 
perts, who have’pointed out theerrors of the 
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commission’s bill. The public has, however, a 
fair idea of the tendency of the work done by 
the two committees as related tothe necessity 
for a reduction of rates in the interest of the 
people, and will probably pay more attention 
to the rates recommended upon important 
products than to the symmetry of either 


measure,

THE NEW-YORK PATRONAGE. 
RUMORS THAT IMPORTANT CHANGES WILL 
BE MADE THIS WEEE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—It was reported 
here to-day thatthe name of Robert Sewell, 
of the firm of Sewell & Pierce, would be sent 
to the Senate for District Attorney of the 
Southern District of New-York, in place 
of Stewart L. Woodford. A New-York 
politician, one of the number now 
visiting the capital; says that nominations 
will be made, perhaps to-morrow, and cer- 
tainly within three days, to fill the places of 
Collector Robertson, Surveyor Graham, and 
Internal Revenue Collector Weber. Naval 
Officer Burt, according to this authority, is 
not te be removed, while the assertion is posi- 
tively made that Mervale W.Cooper is to be the 
new Collector. ‘‘ All of the officers about 
whom there has been any report of removal,” 
said this politician, ‘‘ will be succeeded by 


new men.” When the question was asked 
whether Postmaster Pearson was to be num- 
bered among the officers to be removed, the 
visiting politician said that matter was still in 
doubt. 

Col. Michael Cregan, who has been here two 
days on ‘‘private business,” as he says, was 
last night follewed by Hugh Hastings and 


Dewitt C. Wheeler, who this after- 
noon had a long talk with Represen- 
tative Crowley at the Capitol. They both 


declared that they came to the capital 
merely on a holiday visit. Ex-Senator W. W. 
Rockwell and W. H. Crennel), the originators 
ot the Folger boom last Spring, arrived to- 
day on business in the Interior Department. 
They say that John F. Smyth, who is said to 
have been here for two or three days, is not 
visible at his hotel, and itis given out that he has 
returned to New-York. . Senator Sewell, when 
asked if he knew of the President’s intention 
to nominate his brother for District Attorney, 
said he had not heard of it, and did not knew 
that he was a candidate, but believed thaf he 
would take the place if he could get it. While it 
is reported that Mr. Woodford will very soon be 
removed from his office by the nomination and 
confirmation of his successor, there are reasons 
for the belief that the Department of Justice 
has preferred that Mr. oodford should re- 
sign, and has been in an attitude of hope and 
expectation on that subject. It may be, how- 
ever, that the department has become dissat- 
ished with the pleasures of hope and has de- 
termined to settle the matter in another way. 
It is understood that the visiting politicians 
will not oppose the confirmatiun of A, PF. 
Ketchum.

ANYTHING TO BEAT WINDOM. ; 





EIS ENEMIES STRAINING EVERY NERVE TO 
DEFEAT HIM IN THE SENATE CONTEST. 

St. Pau, Jan. 4.—The Legislature ad- 
journed to-day, after hearing the Governor’s Mes- 
sage, until Monday night. Many members have 
gone home, and tze Senatorial button-holeing has 
been partly suspended. Results so far have not 
been decisive. The opposition are straining every 
nerve to keep Windom’s men out of the caucus. 
Mr. Windom’s friends are fully as active securing 
pledges ofsupport. That the latter have the best 
of the results so far is more and more patent 
hourly. The anti-Windom men claim all the Demo- 
cratic votes,and say they have therewith enough Re- 
publicans te beat Windom. The Republicans num- 
ber 25—ergo: The disaffected Republicans claimed 
must be 41 in number to be of service, since 76 are 


necessary to elect. That there are 41 Republiean 
and Independent members opposed to the re- 
election of Mr. Windom no one for a moment 
believes, but the claim of all the Democrats is no 
more true than that of the 41 others needed. The 
Democrats are not by ary means unanimens in 
their opposition to Mr. Windom, and if necessary a 
list of names could be given of members of that 
party who will vote—some of them for Mr. Windom, 
others for a candidate ot their own. \ 
Dunnell centinues te express confidence in his 
election, however, and there are vague rumors 
affecting the solidity of Windom’s phalanx. One 
prominent politician who does not announce him- 
selfas anybody’s friend, and wouldn't allow his 
name to be given, solemnly says that somo of 
Windom’s pretended friends, men whom he 
wouldn't have believed capable of such a thing, 
were quietly but fatally knifing him whenever 
opportunity offered, and that the Dunnell crowd 
knew that these men were not even sus- 
pected by theirconfréres. There can be no ques- 
tion that the opposition are straining every nerve 
and are leaving no stone unturned to secure their 
one end and aim—the defeat of Mr. Windom. 
They have sounded three of the Congressmen- 
elect—Strait, Wakefield, and Nelson—and endeay- 
ored by all serts of means to induce each one to 
believe that he isa possible dark horse. The poll- 
ticlans seem to reason, ‘Get the Senatorial bee in 
nis bonnet” and 'e’ll commit himself so strongly 
to our side that he cannot back out, even if he 
finds at the last minute that his chance 
is not geod. It will be noticed that in 
all this scheming Dunnell’s name seems left 
out. He has a large number of ex and active Post- 
masters, route agents, and other office-holders 
here, and it is whispered they will be called upon 
to a bear some of the expensesof the cam- 
paign by contribution. But they recognize if the 
chief does not that be cannot counton a Corporal's 
guard among the members, and work for the next 
best thing—to secure the defeat of him whom 
thelr owner deems his enemy.

A CHICAGO DIVORCE CASE. 
Cuicaco, Jan. 4.—A very queer lawsuit 
was on trial to-day in the Superior Court. Jtis 
the cuse of Friedrich Filbrandt against Friedrich 
Thoms for $5,000 damages for criminal conversa- 
tion with the plaintiff's wife, Theresa Filbrandt. 


Mr. Filbrandt is a tall, thin, frowsy German about 
50 years old. and Mrs. Filbrandt is a portly, stolid, 
homely German woman about 45 years ola. The 
defendant, Thoms, is a younger, but not hand- 
somer, person, apparently a laborer or mechanic. 
The Filbrandts keep a boarding-house, and Thoms 
has been for many years one of their boarders. 
Mrs. Filbrandt has seven children, the eldest 
being a girl 15 years old, but Mr. Filbrandt says 
Thoms is the father of the four youngest ones. He 
offers to prove by his daughter the infidelity of his 
wife. Mr. Filbrandt, Mrs. Filbrandt, and the 
daughter sat together in the court-room as if they 
were on good terms, but Thoms sat at a distance 
with hislawyer. His defense is that if he is guilty, 
Mrs. Filbrandt has boasted of their intimacy all 
over the street, and that the suitis brought to get 
possession of a lot of land which he owns and 
which has excited the envy of the Filbrandt family.

ROLLING MILLS STARTING UP. 
CuiIcaGo, Jan. 4.—Sunerintendent Parkes, 
of the North Chicago Rolling Mills Company’s 


works at South Chicago, said to-day that it wastbe 
present intention of the company to start the entire 
mills with a full force of men early next week. 
In order to do that the biast furnaces 
would be started Friday, and werk in all depart- 
ments would follow Monday or Tuesday. If it 
were found impossible to get things in shape to 
start up the blast furnaces Friday they would 
be started Monday or Tuesday, and the 
other departments would follow as soon as 
possible. He expects to have evervthing in 
full operation by the middle of next week. Most, 
if notall, of the men employed in the mill—some

MOURNING FOR GAMBETTA 


THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE ADMITTED 
70 VIEW THE COFFIN. 
ELABORATE PREPARATIONS FOR THE FU- 

NERAL—FOUR ORATIONS TO BE DELIV- 
ERED—A LONG PROCESSION EXPECTED. 
Panis, Jan. 4. —The reason for postponing 
Gambetta’s funeral was to enable the deputa- 
tions from Alsace-Lorraine and distant de- 
partments to attend. The public were 
admitted to view the catafalque  to- 
day. The hearse to be used was 
formerly engaged in the obseguies of the Duc 
de Morny. It is ornamented with silver and 
with a dome of plumes. The Municipality of 
St. Etienne, where the Socialist element 











is strong, has refused to send a depu- 
tation to’ join the funeral procession. 
At 9:25 o’clock this morning immense 


crowds had already assembled at the Palais 
Bourbon, waiting to see Gambetta’s coffin. 
The deputations from Alsace-Lorraine will 
form a conspicuous figure in the  fu- 
neral procession. The insulting comments 


of some of the Bonapartist reactionary 
papers have caused intense indignation, the 
offending journals are torn to pieces and 
stamped upon in the cafés, Victor Hugo is 
expected to attend the funerul and deliver a 
short oration, 

The coffin containing the body of M. Gam- 
betta lies in the ball-room of the Palais Bour- 
bon; it is covered with wreaths. Three hun- 
dred Republican members of the Chamber of 
Deputies, headed by M. Brisson, visited the 
Palais Bourbon to-day aad walked around 
the coffin. The pall-bearers will be M. 
Duciere, President of the Council, or some 
other representative of the Ministry; M. le 
Royer, Vice-President of the Senate; M. 


Brisson,’ President of the Chamber of 
Deputies; the Mayor of Belleville, M. 
Rance, from the épublique Francaise, 
and a delegate from Cahors. Only 


four speeches will be delivered at the 
funeral—in the name of the French Govern- 
ment, the Chamber of Deputies, the Bar, and 
the Government of the National Defense—and 
the speakers will probably be M. Fallieres, 
Minister of the. Interior; M. Brisson, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies: M. Falateuf, 
and M. Jules Ferry. President Grévy_will 
follow the cortége for some distance. Dele- 
ates from French societies in Alsace 
ave requested permission of M. Gam- 
betta’s a to erect a monument over 
his grave. The Municipal Council and the 
Council-General of the Department of the 
Seine will each be present in a body. 

M. Duclere, President of the Council, in a 
letter to President Grévy submitting the de- 
cree for a public funeral in honor of Gambetta, 
says: ** Agreat misfortune has befallen France. 
She is mourning one of her most illustrious 
sons. The services he renderedare in the 
memory of all. In the days of sorest trials he 
bore the flag of invaded France with- 
out despairing of her future. He was 
one of the most eminent members of 
the Government which at least saved 
the honor of the country. During the diffi- 
cult period of the foundation of the republic 
he helped to win those majorities which 
are now the bulwark of our _institu- 
tions. A conscientious upright citizen, of 
clear intelligence and lofty mind; an orator 
of incomparable power, this statesman cannot 
be treated by his fellow-citizens with too great 
marks of esteem and gratitude. . In proposing 
a public funeral we are sure that we are re- 
sponding to feelings which you were the first 
to express on learning the fatal news.”’ 

The Siecle to-day, in replying to articles in 
the German press on the death of M. Gam- 
betta, says those journals are mistaken if they 
suppose that the just claims of France dia 
with Gambetta. me. Grévy placed the first 
wreath on Gambetta’s coffin. 

The Journal de Paris declares that convine- 
ing proof tbat domestic affairs hud nothing 
whatever to do with the pistol-shot wound 
of M. Gambetta will be published when 
the proper moment arrives. Gambetta’s father 
demands for the body of his son religious 
burial at Nice. The weight of Gambetta’s 
brain is found to be 1,100 grammes.

THE SITUATION HINGING ON WHEAT AND THE 
FLOODS AND PROSPECTS ABROAD. 


’ CHICAGO, Jan, 4.—The leading produce mar-) 


kets were much more active to-day, and generally 
stronger. There was a much better demand all 
round, which seemed to hinge largely on the situa- 
tion in wheat, and that again hung on the tone of 


foreign advices, with regard to crop prospects.. 


Provisions were more active and stronger. Pork 
advanced 20 cents per barrel, lard 15 cents, and 
meats 714 to 10 cents per 100 pounds; though Liver- 
pool reported a decline of 6d. in lard, and the 
local hog market was quoted 10cents lower. There 
was a good deal of selling early in the day 


on local aecount, probably because of the above 
noted facts, and the offeriags were mestiy taken 
on outside account, some of the buying being to 
fill shorta put out on Wednesday. The demand 


was probably stimulated by the news of the floods. 


in Europe as affecting the wheat situation, which 
was expected to react en pork products. The ef- 
fect was chiefly on the shorts, who filled freely. 
There was only a moderate shipping demand for 
meats. Inreferenceto the big shipments of stuff 
during last month it was said that all of it has not 
gone Into consumption, a considerable part having 
been put en route tothe consumers.

news of floods in Europe and the retarded sowing 
of Winter wheat there, which promises poorly for 
the next crop. This invited speculation, which has 
been waiting for several weeks past for a stimulus. 
There were more buying orders on the floor than 
on any other three days in a couple of months 
past, a fair proportion being to buy long, though 
the bulk of the purchases seemed to be to fill shorts. 
There was a fair demand for all the spot offerings 
atan advance corresponding to that in futures. 
= the afternoon call the market was 44 to 34 eent 
ower. 

Corn was more active at ahigherrange. The 
market advanced 34 cent for May to 134 cents for 
this month, and closed nearly at thetop. Our re- 


recent volume, as there is not the same reason for 
rushing corn to the market that existed in Decem- 
ber. The local trade was, however, rather bearish; 
it sold freely to numerous buyers on New-York 
orders early in the day, but after this first unload- 
ing there wasnot much on gale.

«» PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 4,—The friends of the 
management of the Reading Railroad claim that 
the sale of $5,000,000 of general mortgage 7s at par 
was an excellent stroke of policy, which will result 
in the complete restoration of the company’s 
credit. The statement of the company for the year 
ending Nov. 30, 1882, published to-day, shows a sur- 
plus over all fixed charges, rentals, interest, taxes, 
&c., of nearly $900,000. With all past due obliga- 
tions paid, with no floating Gebt, with the Recelver- 
ship discharged, and with the affairs of the com- 
pany in its own hands, all of which is to be accom- 
plished through this sale of bonds and the conver- 
sion of the junior securities, except the convert- 
ible 7s, into 5 per cents consols, Mr. Gowen's 
friends say that the credit of the company will be 
good, and that the 5 per cent consols can be 
cold at much better rates than can be obtained for 
them now.

BUTLER’S DAY OF TRIUMPH. 

HE GOES UP TO BEACOX HILL IN FULL 
DRESS AND IS INAGGURATED. 
’ Boston, Jan, 4.—Soon after 1 o’clock to-day: 
a banging salute from a battery on the old Boston 
Common proclatmed to all within earshot that 
Benjamin Franklin Butler had been sworn in as 
Gevernor of the Commonwealth. The ceremony 
of inauguration and the scenes attending it were 
picturesque. A vast crowd pressed up Beacon 
Hill and into the State-house, filling the windows 
and packing the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives, in which the chief performance of the occa- 
sion took place.

Long's staff, in glittering uniform, shouts 
rent the air from the throng which had gathered 
outside, eager to see and greet the “old man” at 
the threshold of the Capitol which he had finally 
captured. after so many years of unsuccessfal as- 
saults. He was enveloped ina great buffalo overs 
coat, and his massive head was covered with a big 
buffalo cap. His manner was subdued, but there 
was a triumphant look in his face as he strode up 
the broad steps, through the crowded hall, and up 
into the Executive Chamber, greeting friends as he 
passed, and now and then bowing to the right or 
left in recognition of the plaudits of his admirers 
who pressed about him. 

In the Executive Chamber he removed his hairy 
overcoat. disclosing his full-aress costume, bis ex< 
pansive shirt-front, his dainty buttonhole bouquet, 
white necktie, and white kid gloved hands.

MASKED ROBBERS. 





A FARMER NEAR CHICAGO ROBBED OF $1,200 
, AND THREE HORSES, 
* Carcaco, Jan. 4.—Particulars were to-day 
learned of a very daring and successfal robbery 
perpetrated’ Wednesday evening at the farm-house 
of Isaac F. Arnold, a prosperous farmer living near 
Lemont, in this county. Five masked robbers 
secreted themselves in the barn, and overpowered, 
tied, and gagged the two hired men who came out 
after supper to feed the stock and close up for the 
night. They then put bridles upon four horses, so 


as to be ready for flight. This done, they went 
to the kitehen and overpowered the servant, and 
from thence rushed into the dining-room, where Mr. 
Arnold and his housekeeper were at supper. Both 
were tied but not gagged, being threatened with 
instant death if they made any outcry. Mr. Ar-

CHANGES 


FEATURES OF 1HE BILL PRESENT- 
ED TO THE SENATE. 

NAT THE FINANCE COMMITTED'S BILL CON- 

TAINS AND THE CHANGES MADE LN THE 


PRESENT RATES. 

Wasnrreron, Jan. 4--The Finance Com- 
mittee completed its work to-day upon the Tariff 
bill, which was subsequently reported to the Senate 
by Mr. Morrill, and immediately sent to the Printer. 
The main features of the bill are as indieated in 
previous dispatches, with exception of the cotton 
and silk schedules. An entirely new schedule for 
cottons—the same whieh was adopted by the Ways 
and Means Committee day before yesterday—was 
substituted without change or alteration whatever 
by the comtnittee this morning for the schedule 
previously prepared by it. In the silk schedule the 
duty on thrown silk, which had been reduced from 
$1 50 per pound, as recommended by the commis- 
sion, to $1, and the duty on silk threads or yarns 
of every description reduced from $250 to $1 75, 
was placed at 37 per cent. ad valorem in each case. 
Other minor changes were made, but the above 


are the more important. 
The bill comos to the Senate as the Internal 


Revenue bill, (which passed the House at the last 


session.) with amendments including tho tariff 
schedules adopted by the committee and the bill 
introduced by Mr. Morrill at the last’ session, **To 
provide a better system for the trial of Customs 
revenue eases,” and the bill introdaced by Mr. 
Sherman on Doc. 21, “to regulate the collection of 
Customs duties.’ The Internal Revenue bil 
which forms the basis and the first four sections oO 
the new bill, is amended in its title to read, “An 
act to reduce taxation.” Section 1 of this bill is 
amended to read: - 
at the taxes herein specified imposed by the laws 

oan in foree be and the same are hereby repealed, as 
hereinafter provided, namely: On capital and de- 
posits of banks and baukers, except su taxes as are 
how due and payable, and on and after the Ist of 
July, 1888, the stamp tax on bank checks, drafta, or- 
ders. and vouchers, and the tax on matches, per- 
fumery, medicinal preparations, and other articles 
imposed by schedule A, foliowing section 3,437 of the 
Revised Statutes; provided that no drawback shall be 

allowed upon articles embraced In said schedule that 
* shall be exported on and after July 1, 1883; provided, 
further, that cv and after July 15, 1883, matches may 
be removed by manufacturers thereof from the piace 
of manufectura to warehouses within the United 
States without attaching thereto the stamps required 
by Jaw, under such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

Thatfrom and after July 1, 1883, the tax on snuff 
and manufacturea tobacco shall be 1% cents per

Sections 2, 3, and 4 of the Internal Revenue bill,

A BROOKLYN BANK OWN FIRF. 

A fire broke out yesterday morning in the 
Dime Savings Bank Building, Nos. 365 and 207 
Fulton-street, Brooklyn. The building is a four- 
story structure, owned by the bank, which occu- 
pies the ground fioer. The second floor is let out 
in offices, and the third and fourth floors are lodge 
and meeting rooms and janitor’s apartments. The 
family of the janitor, John A. Williamson, 


consists of himself, his wife, his son, and his 
mother-in-law. Shortly before 6 o’clock yesterday 
morning Mrs. Willlamson, who sleeps on the third 
floor, awakened and experienced a choking sensa- 
tion. Looking round, she perceived that the room 
was gradually filling up with smoke. She awak- 
ened her husband, who upon opening the bedroom 
door discovered flames shooting up through a ven- 
tilating shaft which extends from the first 
floor to the roof. On closer investigation he 
discovered that the flames seemed to proceed 
from a closet under the stairs, which was used by 
Jere Wernberg, a lawyer, who oceupies offices on 
the firstfloor. The stairs bad already caught fire, 
and owing to the density of tho smoke escape by 
that way was impossible. Taking with him his 
wife, son, and mother-in-law, Williamson asconded 
to the roof, whera he knew was to be found a long 
rope and a ladder. By means of the lad- 
der the entire family escaped to an extension 
below. By this time an alarm had teen 
given, and several engines arrived and soon ex- 
tinguished the flames. The fire had barned 
through the fioor on the first story, and had caused 
portions of the celling/of the bank to fall. The 
total damage will not exceed $3,000, whieh is fully 
corered by insurance.

A BROOKLYN RING AT WORK | 


POLITICIANS INTERESTED IN THE 
PROPOSED FEDERAL BUILDING. 
STRANGE ACTION OF THE GOVERNMENT RE- 
GARDING THE SELECTION OF A sITE— 
WHY THE PROJECT HAS BEEN DELAYED. 


For some years past every member of Con- 
gress who has gone to Washington from Kings 
Connty has urged upon the Government with more 
or loss persistency that a Federal building, to con- 
tain the Post Office and the United States 
courts, was wanted in Brooklyn. The people of 
that city have not been, nor do they seem now 
to be, particularly anxious about the matter, 
but the poiitieians have been at great pains 
to prove that the third city of the Union is 
deeply disgraced by reason of the fact that in 
the matter of an imposing Post Office building 
it is behind many less important communities. 
After the Brooklyn Theatre was burned down, the 
exterprising gentlemen who owned tke ground 
upon whieh it stood, and whose names are not un- 
known im connection with valuable public con- 
tracts in Brooklyn and its vicinity, were credited 


with an ardent desire to sell the site to the Govern 
ment fora Federal building. The scheme failed, 
but it aroused enough interest to excite the greed 
of the politicians, and since that timea flavor of 
unwholesome political intrigue seems to mark 
every effort in the direction of securing the neces- 
sary site. Messrs. A. M. Blissand J. Hyatt Smith, 
the present representatives of Kings County in 
Congress, by their joint efforts secured the passage 
of a bill autborizing the erection of a Federal 
ee in Brooklyn at a cost not to exceed 
$800,000. That sum was confessedly inadequate, 
and known to be so by Messrs. Bliss and Smith. 
Tho latter gentleman recently confided to a friend 
that he hoped about $2,000,000 would be spent 
on the building. He knew that $890,000 would be 
insufficient, but it was enough to put the schenfe in 
tangible shape so that the politicians migbt havea 
chance to engineer a much larger appropriation 
throuch Congress afterward. 

When the appropriation had beon secured, $300,- 
000 of the amount was appropriated for immediate 
use in the purchase of a site, and the Government 
advertised for proposals. Noresponse was received 
to tne advertisement, but the fact that a Federal 
building was about to be erected in Brooklyn was 
used to much advantege by the supporters of Mr. 
Folger just prior to the last State Convention. 
Promises of patronage were liberally made by 
Michael J. Dady, who was appeinted about that 
time to the position of Superintendent of the 
construction and repsira of all Federal build- 
ings in this district. But election day came 
and went, and the Federal building in 
Brooklyn was ne nearer construction than when 
it was first talked about. No answers had been re- 
ceived to the advertisement for proposals. From 
the first there seemed to be bad faith on the part 
of the Government. When the money was appro- 
priated for the building the Stalwart poli- 
ticlans announced that Mike Dady would 
be placed in a _ position where be could 
use whatever patronage might be connected 
with the project for the benefit ef that faction. A 
number of the most prominent citizens ot Brooklyn 
at onee petitioned Secretary Folger not to de- 
bauch the politics of the county by the appoint- 
ment of a politician to dispense patronage in eon- 
nection with the new building. The reply was 
the appointment of Mike Dady. Soon afterward 
it was announced that a commission composed of 
there members would be appointed to select the 
site for the new building. By way of rebuke, it was 
supposed, to the cry of indignation that went up 
when Dady was appointed, the late Cel. Sanford, 
an eminently respectable man, was appointed 
one of the Commissioners to select a site. 
Col. Sanford died suddenly in Philadelphia. and 
although the proposals for the site continued to be 
published no Commissioners were appointed to 
consider the proposals if any were sentin. Here 
was another evidence of bad faith, in explanation 
of which some indignant citizens say that it is in- 
tended to have the site fit the Commissioners, 
or, In other words, that a site will be selected 
by a certain clique, and that Commissioners 
will be appointed who will approve of its purchase 
by the Government. The delay. it is said, is ex- 
plained by the recent history of politics im this 
State. The fact that money was appropriated for 
the building was sufficient to make it 2 factor in 
politics, but it was never intended to proceed with 
the building until an appropriation that would 
muke it profitable tothe projectors of the enter- 
prise could be secured. 

Attention has been called to the fact, within 
a few days, that Secretary Foiger has been 
induced to consent to the introduction of 
a bill appropriating an additional $300,000 
of the $890,000 which the buildin is to 
cost altogether, far immediate use. This would 
give $600,000 for the site. The fact has also baen 
noted that a man who unites the ocoupations of 
real estate jobber and lobbyist has beon very dusy 
at Washington recently in connection with the 
new Federal Building. This same man was er 
instrnmental some time ago in lobbying throug 
the Kings County FEoard of Supervisors 
the purchase by the county of the old Union 
Base-ball Grounds 2s 2 site for a new armory for 
the Forty-seventh Regiment. The county was to 
present the site to the State, and the State was to 
put up the building. The Sta*e, however, refused 
to accept the site, and now the county is saddled 
with a costly piece of ground for which it has no 
use. Whenthe Bond Elevated Railroad scheme 
was put through the Brooklyn Board of Aldermen 
the gentlemaa who is now in Washiegton labor- 
ing jointly with the Rev. J. Hyatt Smith to secure 
for Brooklyn a Federal building worthy of her 
dignity, was very busy in the Common Council 
Chamber. He is now, itis said, interested in sea- 
curing the sale of the property upon whicn the 
First Reformed Dutch Church stands in Jorale- 
mon-strect te the Government as a site for 
the new Federal building. The sburch property 
would not be large enough, and it is proposed to 
take in a block on Court-street. It may be a mere 
eoincidence that a large part of this block is owned 
by a brother of one of the Democratic Congress- 
men recently elected in Brooklyn, but it is 
nevertheless a fact, althongh possibly it 
js a fact that may have no _ influence 
with those who are trying to sell the property to 
the Government at a very handsome price. The 
complaint chiefly made in connection with the 
whole matter is that the project has been allowed 
to fall into disreputable hands, and that the ob- 
ject of the authorities at Washington has been to 
please the politicians rather than the people.

“JIM” IRVING LOCKED UP. 

A fracas occurred on the’ morning of the 
27th ult. in the saloon of Richard Darling, No, 1,217 
Broadway, the place where Billy Tracy shot and 
killed Charley Miller, the ‘* banco’* man, between 
the proprietor and “ Jim” Irving, the manxager of 
the Empire Garden, No. 506 Sixth-avenue. During 
the fight Irving struck Darling on the head 


with the bytt end of his revolver, inflicting severe 
injuries. Irving eseaped at the time, but on the 
29h ult. he was arrested and arraigned before 
Justice Bixby, inthe Jefferson Market Police Court, 
and gave $300 bail for trial. Darling was got sup- 
posed at the time to be seriously injured, but his 
condition has been recently growing worse, and 
yesterday it was critical. It is believed that his 
skull is fractured, and, as a fatal result is feared, 
Coroner Martin last evening wert to Darling’s resi- 
dence, No. 41 West Thirty-fifth-street, and took his 
aute-mortem depositicn, in which he desoribed the 
assault.

PRINCE ARISUCAWA EXPLAINS. 

San Francisco, Jan. 4.—The Japanese 
Prince Arisugawa, now sojourning in this city, is 
much annoyed over dispatches from Washington 
that have appeared lately. These stories, it is 
claimed, placed him in an unfair and unjust light. 
He has spoken of the mutter to his secretaries and 
the members of his suite, and to-day made the fol- 


lowing explanation of the affair: The Prince re- 
mainedin Washington only about three days and 
ahalf. He was on his way home, after long ab- 
sence, and wished to make all _ possible 
haste. His arrangements were made to connect 
with the steamer City of Peking, which is to sail on 
the 9th inst. ‘The President did not invite the 
Prince to dine. President Arthur called and said 
he regretted that his Excellency was not to remaia 
long enough to accept an iavitation to a dinner at 
the’White House. No invitation was actually extend- 
ed on account of the limited time. In place of a 
dinner party a trip to Mount Vernon was arranged, 
in charge of the Secretary of State, and the Invita- 
tions were all given out by him, the Prince 
attending as a guest simply, and not 
knowing who would be invited to meethim. He 
had no thought of any Ciscourtesy to any one, but 
quite the reverse, desiring to do allin his gorges to 
do honor to the people of the country he is vis- 
iting. He regrets that such misleading re- 
ports should have been circulated, as he is 
desirous of doing allin his power to cement the 
long-standing friendship which has existed be- 
tween Japan and the United States. Owing toa 
reported coolness between Mr. Frelinghuysen and

WEALTH’S MANA GERS. 

FINANCIAL, CHARITABLE, CORRECTIONAL, 
AND EDUCATIONAL. METHODS OF THE 
STATE SUBJECTS OF RECOMMENDATION. 
Gov. Butler begins his Message by presenting 

a statement of the financial conaition of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and of the several 
public funds, as furnished him by the Treasurer and 
Receiver-General. The statement shows the total 
Btate debt to be $82,511,680 90, of which $11,904,000 
Is in dollar bonds, and $20,607,680 90 is in sterling 
bords. The amount of funds at the close of busi- 
ness Deo. 19, 1882, was $20,536,550 61. The Goy- 
ernor promises to make tbe financial condition of 
the Hoosac Tunnel and the Troy and Greenfield 
Railread, their management, and what ought to be 


_ the course of legislation and Executive adminietra- 


tion in regard to them, the subject of a special 
Message. Upon this subject he says: “ After an 
investment costing the State more than $22,078,- 
689 21 in a commercial and trading enterprise, 
which in its inceptien and prosecution was prom- 
ised to be of great advantage to the State, it now 
appears that the railroad and tunnel find them- 
selves to be in such condition as not to be self- 
supporting even, but leaving in the past yeara 
small deficit to be provided for by taxation for ex- 
penses only.” 

The new Governor advocates freo and equal suf- 
frage for all who, by the qualification of naturali- 
vation and the constitutional right of education, 
bave the right to take part in the Government of 
their State and country. He believes in a capita- 
tion tax as a duty of the citizen, but not as a quali- 
fication to his suffrage. The penalty for nen-pay- 
ment of such a tax should not be loss ef citizenship. 
The poll tax, as it is commonly called, Gov. Butler 
thinks, ought to be assessed by the cities and towns 
for their proper benefit only and not as a State and 


pounty tax. He recommends that the poll tax be 
to assessed that it may be paid during the Summer 
on when the laboring man can pay it with the 

st difficulty. Sucha change would check if not 
mt an end tothe preyailing practice of committees 
pf the respective political purties paying the poli 
tax for voters in order,(presumabdly) to influence 
votes. The Governor gays: “i am fully persuaded 
that all patriotic men will agree with me in the de- 
Birability, at as early a cay as possible, of establish- 
lng free suffrage to all citizens, with proper guards 
against frauds ir its exercise, in Massachusetts. 
* * * Tn practice does not a property or tax 
qualification upon the voter bear unequally and 
unjustly upor him? If a small sum be made a pre- 
requisite, then with perfect parity of reasoning a 
large sum may be imposed, which would put this 
franchise of freedom in the hands of the few only.” 

“The United States census of May 1, 1880,” says 
Goy. Butler, ‘shows that there were in M ohu- 
Betts 502,648 male persons above the age of 21 Years, 
and the rate of increase will now give us 535,692 
out of 1,783,085 inhabitants. The largest vete ever 
east in the State—in November of the same year— 
was for President, 282,512. The same-census shows 
that there were males 21 years of age and over, 
neither aliens nor illiterate within our constitu- 
tional reqhirement, 447,088. These would be en- 
titled to vote except for the hindrance of the poll 
tax and the impediments made by our iaws of 
registration. This failure to vote has been alleged 
to be ‘indifference of voters." As we have 
seen. the largest vote ever cast 
p82.512. Taking that from the total num- 
ber of possible voters, 447,083, it leaves 
164.571 practically disfranchised and not voting, or 
B6.81 per cent. of the voting population of the 
Btate, the total vote actually cast being 63.39 per 
cent of the voting population.”’ There are fewer 
voters in Massachusetts in proportien to the num- 

of maie citizens over 21 years of age than in 

y other State but five, North er South. To the 

and fast increasing minerity of the citizens of 
the State who by the existing laws are not per- 
mitted to take part in framing the laws under 
which they live such laws naturally appeer op- 
ressive. Changes in the registration laws are 
Scaanmevedadl which will give a voter the right to 
ister down to the hour of the opening of the 
and also prevent a voter’s name to be strickon 
m the list after he has once registered without 
evidence that he has ceased to bea voter in 
at particular town or aistrict. In an appeal 
for 2 “free ballot and a fair count,” Gov. 
Butler suggests: *‘Why not provide that all 
‘votes shali be inclosed in self-sealing envelopes of 
the same size, quality, and color, to be furnished 
‘by the State? Then thesize and complexion of the 
ballot would be immaterial.” With regard to 
‘woman suffage it is suggested that as objeetion has 
‘been made that women do rot desire te vote, bo- 
cause it would be unpleasant for them to go into 
the ward-rooms and voting places, an opportunity 
be given to the women ia the Commonwealth to 
express their desire on thie subject by ballot at 
pome public election. It Is recommended: that 
election day be made a legal holiday, with the 
game safeguards relating to the sale of liquor that 
are given to ae. The repeal of the Stute law 
restricting nati zation to the Supreme and Su- 
perior Courts enly is advocated. 

The Governor calls attention to a claim of the 
Commonwealth against the United States Govern- 
ment, amounting to nearly $500,000, for moneys 
expended ucder the direction of the Executive of 
the United States in preparation for coast defense 
against the Confederate Government. This claim, 
it is stated, has been audited by a commission 
gppointed for that purpose, but has not been 

Its vigorous prosecution is recommended. 
pecial communications are promised, containing 
the Governor's views on the relations between the 
employe and the employer, and regarding certain 
phenges and alterations deemed necessary in the 
udiciary system of the State. The training of 

e State Militia is criticised as follows: ‘‘Tbere 
has been of late an attempt to make the 
discipline of the State Militie too much like 
i of the regular Army. Theprivates of our 
Miktia aro usually young men who enter 

that service for the purposeof learning some- 
‘thing of military art, and also as a matter of relax- 
ation and recreation. The privates are, in many 
instances, quite the equal of their officers in all 
social and other qualities. A Massachusetts militia- 
goan will do anything for love ot his officer. He 
willdo nothing for fear of him. The rule is quite 
tpe reveree in the regular Army. The Militia, in 

6 men who compose it. is quite as unlike the men 
who compose the regular as oan well be 

. and any attempt to bring the militia- 
men when off duty into the same rules that govern 
the men ef the regular Army only disgusts the 
military men with the service, and accounts for the 
en of the numbers who appear for camp 

uty.’ 

On the subject of crime Gov. Butler recommends 
that any person convicted of an attempt to wreck 
kg railroad train shall suffer death. He condemns 
the practice of dealing in “ * and “ futures,” 
which species of gambling he 
the frequent * defaications of tees, Treasurers, 
Cashiers, and others intrusted with the care of 
fie s not their own." Attention is called to

@ fact that the acts creating the various 
and commissions which manege the 
eformatory, correctional and pauper instita- 
ons of the State are so framed _ that 
~ J piace every commission and their officers 
agents ond the power of the executive 
ch of the Commonwealth, and Gov, Butler re- 
arks: “The history of all Governments has 
hown that administrative powers exercised by a 
oard induces corruption and carelessness in its 
embers and agents. This rule obtains, however 
igh and noble may be the position of those compos- 
g the s, or however humble and insignifi- 
nt.” Further on the Governor says: *‘ Baby- 
arming bas always been, in ail countries and all 
‘times, a iruitful source of scandal and brutal 
crime; and we have no sufficient record in the re- 
ports of what has become of the large mumber of 
bildren born in our pauper institutions, although 
‘we have seme statistics of those taken up ae ‘ de- 
perted orfoundling.’ I have searched the book of 
reports in vain for facts by which I might be able 
0 refute these scandais, but can find no a given 
y which I may.” 
With regard to the conyictsin the State prisons 
the following remarks are mace: 
* Might not a certain percentage of the earnings 
pf the prisoner be invested in a fund, eopermnens 
rding to his deserts and length of service, 
d be given the prisoner when he is dis- 
@harged, to etart him in the world again—this 
percentage to be enlarged when the prison becomes 
oes! Would not such provision be 
uch better for the self-respect of the convict, 
ing bis own, than the pittance that is now doled 
out to = by an officer known as the “agent for 
Biding discharged convicts,’ who spent, in 1881, 
654 48 in relief of the cenviets, and appropriated 
1,840 80 to himself for salary and other expenses 
mso doing. Experience, in such treatment of the 
prisoner, I doubt not, would show that nearly all 
‘of the convicts could be trusted to work out of 
‘doors, and upon that kind of labor which would not 
come in direct competition with the skilled labor of 
‘the honest mechanic outside, as the present system 
iof employing convict labor in manufactures, in the 
State prison and houses of correction, now does, 
method of employing convict labor is not 
‘wholly theoretical with me, but experimental. 
Within the limits of my eommand during the war 
J found a large number of men who for various 
rimes, military and other, kad been sentenced to 
er or shorter terms at hard jabor by courts- 
ial and military commissions. Upon inspect- 
ng them I found that bard Jabor eonsisted prinel- 
pally in frolicking all night and sleeping al! day, 
cause of the isck of properemployment. No 
door work could be provided for them, 
mt, putting a distin hing uniform on 
under a few men to guard and con- 
l them, I put them at labor in cleaning 
ne strests of a hostile city, giving them the in- 
ducement to good conduct whieb I have ekeiohed. 
‘Althongh they were employed afterward miles 
pwey from tbe army in repairlug a break in o 
nalin the enemy’s country, not a Man was lost 
V escape, and a better and more eMcient body of 
working mon] never saw. If the Legislature will 
prove of this experiment, the Executive will 
ve ali needod thought and industry to organizing 
iuto a successful sociation of the questions which 
ow make insubordination and sullanness * danger 
officers, and cruel, although perhaps necessary, 
nishments, to the men in our State prisons.’” 
The gbolition of the State reformatory prisor 
or women. the reform sohool for boys, and the 
dustrial school for girls is recommended upon 
6 ground that they have outlived thoir usefui- 
ess. Regarding the school for idiotic and feebie- 
inded youth, Gov. Butler says: “ When the State 
hall have sufficiently educeted every bright child 
ithta its borders it will be time 
undertake th

to the poor creatures who are in this school. Give 
them an asylum, with good and kind treatment, 
but notaschool. A well-fed, well-oared-for idiot 
is a happy creature. An idiot awakened to his 
condition isa m bleone,. * * * There is 
another matter of very important concern which 
Teommend to your censideration in relation to 
the insane ments, as well private as pub- 
he, and that is their doors open altogether too 
easily inward, and with too great difficulty out- 
ward, in the reception and discharge of their in- 
mates. An allegation of aberration of mind is 
easily made and quite as easily proved by experts; 
and, although it may amount to no cause for in- 
earceration, yet the very expert who gives his 
testimony is now allowed to adjudicate upon it 
sufticiently to sentence the accused to what muy 
be perpetual imprisonment.” 

Gov. Butler congratulates the Commonwealth 
that one branch of what is known in political 
circles as ‘civil service reform” js and has been, 
since 1879, in most full, efficient, ana thorouch 
operation ; that is fixedness of tenure of office. The 
Manner of appointment oy competitive or other 
examination has been wholly ignored, he says; on 
the contrary, the practice has quite generally ob- 
tained, of the officer having the appointment put- 
ting his wife, his son, his daughter, his son's wife, 
and bis sister in office as assistants and clerks, and 
into otber official and salaried places, Whole fami- 
lies are sometimes — to salaried places. 

On the subject of taxation the new Governor 
ways: “ There would seem to be ne promptings of 
conscience as to escaping taxation, because this is 
known to be done, and there have been convic- 
tions before the courts for doing it by men who 
otherwise claim to be reputable, anc who make 
special assertions cf their honesty and integrity. 
The disastrous effect of this evasion of taxation is 
to throw all of the burdens of the government of 
the State upon its enterprise and business. They 
fall only upon property whieh isin the sight of the 
assessor, the manufactory and its supplies, the 
stock in trade, the buildings used for mercantile 
pureuits, the machine shop and workshop 
and their supplies, the dwelling-house, how- 
ever specious or humble, but, above ail, 
upon the farm and its stock~—every 
head of cattle upon which is pumbored. the 
exact value of both being well known—and 
upon the investments of labering men and women 
in sayings banks and co-operative societies. So 
enormous is our taxation upon the agricultural in- 
terests, from which, as a rule, money comes slowly 
in, that the cultivation of farms is being to a con- 
siderable degree abandoned. During the prepa- 
ration of this address I have been asked to recom- 
mend some meastre of ald to agriculture, through 
legislation. 1 know of but one, and that is the 
reduction of taxation. Asop thrown to farmers 
in the _— of a few hundred dollars given to 
agrieultura!l societies ‘breaks the word of promise 
to the hope.’ I know of no measure of retief which 
will reach the farmer except relief from taxation.” 

The Governor says: “If the Legislature will cut 
down and limit the officers and salaried agents of 
the Commonwealth, and the amounts of their sala- 
ries, as Ihave indicated, and give power to the 
Governor so to do, he will undertake to carry on 
the needed business of the State with the reduced 
number of officers, agents, and employes, and if 
the present officers and agents resign their places 
(which most of them will uot do) on account of 
the reduction of their salaries, will fill their places, 
and any others which may become vacant, with 
equally good and efficient incumbents selected and 
appointed under the most carefully prepared rules 
of competitive examination, for the establishment 
of whieh he trusts the Legisiature will make pro- 
vision.” He suggests that legislation be had by 
which no employe conneeted with the running of 
trains on any steam railroad shall be employed 
more than 10 hours in any one day, with a proper 
interval for food, except in case of accident or 
emergency. 

The Governor dwells at some length upon what 
he regards as an extravagant oxperditure in the 
higher grades of public education. Le does not 
believe in giving a few persons an advanced edu- 
cation at the expense of the ane and closes his 
remarks on this. sybject with the following appeal 
to the members of the Legislature: “ Restrict the 
branches taught in the primary schools by law 
specifically to spelling, reading, writing, grammar, 
arithmetic, geography, history—preferably of the 
United States—and require that those shall be 
taueht upon the same system, to the same grade 
of scholars, in every common schoolin the Com- 
monwealth. When the scholar can show by an 
examination that he is well grounded in the ele- 
mentary English branches, then let him be admit- 
teti to a school of higher grade, where line-draw- 
ing for industrial purposes shall be taught, book- 
keeping, algebra, geometry, the rudiments of the 
Latin and French languages, chemistry, physics, 
with natural philosophy in a rudimental degree, 
and there a common school education should stop.”

REVIVAL OF AMERICAN SHIPPING. 





RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE. 

At the meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday, Mr. James W. Elwell, Chairman of the 
Committee on Harbor and Shipping, read a report 

-on the methods for the revival of American ship- 
ping, in which was recommended the passage of 
the bill introduced in the House by the Hon. Nei- 
son.Dingley, Jr., entitled ‘“‘A bili to remove cer- 
tain burdens on the American merchant marine, 
to encourage the foreign carrying trade, and to 
amend the Jaws relating to the shipment and dis- 
charge of seamen.” Section 11, although similar 
tothe English law, the committee thought im- 
practicable because it afforded teo many leep-holes 
for sailors to evade the law and secure an advance 
on their wages. An amendment to section 10 was 
recommended so as to provide for the cancella- 
tion of the drawbacks incorsea on the registers. 
It was proposed that an allowance of 40 per cent. 
should be made after five years from the date of 

, payment of the drawback, and like allowance for 
every five years thereafter. The suggestion was 
‘made that’ whenever aay part of the equipment or 
materials used in the construction of a. vessel 
should become-worn out, unfit for use, or lost, and 


is required to be repiaced, so much of the draw- 
back as was allowed for it should be canceled on 
the presentation of satisfactory evidence to the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the necessity of sub- 
stitution or replacement. An amendment was also 
urged to allow vessels registered to have the privi- 
lege of going from one coastwise port to anotber 
to load for a foreign port. The committee said the 
_ question of pilotage was before the Special Com- 
“mittee on Pilotage, which was preparing a bill to 
“present to the Le ture. 

Mr. J. E. Miller thought it would be unwise to 
aevopt.the report without giving the members time 
to it over. There were three ways to re 
American shipping—first, the free ship “policy; 
‘second, the granting of subsidies in the form o 
bounties to builders, and, third, a discriminating 
duty to ships built in this country. Relieve com- 
merce of ell unnecessary tolls and burdens, said 
the speaker, and make it free as air. 

Mr. A. Foster H said the question of free 
a the committee wae laid aside, as the time 
had not arrived forthem. It was Chori best to 
recommend a bil! which would take off the great- 
est burdens which oppressed Ameriean shipping. 
Mr. Higgins offered a resolution adopting the re- 

rt and recommending the bill introduced by Mr. 
Page. of California, establishing a Department of 
Commerce and Navigation. 

Mr. Gustav Schwab said it was preposterous that 
a ship sheuld not go from here to Savannah for a 
‘cargo to take to a foreign port. 

Col. Conkling was in favor of free ships, but he 
favore’ taking whathe could get. He saw it was 
sponse now to secure iree ships in the Chamber 
orin Congress. He therefore favored the adoption 
of the report as the next best thing. Mr. Snow be- 
lieved in fre ships. Ibe resolution and report 
were adopted by the Chamber. 

A petition te the Legislature was adopted in 
which the preservation of the greatest depths.of 
water in the channels to this port was urged as of 
the utmost importance. Toa variety of causes, it 
was said, was due the constant necessity for 
dredging in almost all parts of the harbor. The 
dredgings must be removed or become sources of 
obstruction and rapid shoaling in most important 
channels. Despite the laws, immense quantities of 
dredgings were being deposited thin Sandy 
Hook, and even inside the harbor. To detect these 
acts required the employment of tugs and men, 
but there was no provision or appropriatien for 
the payment of the expensesinourred. The en- 
forcement of the laws and an appropriation for 
this parpose were asked for.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


AN IMPORTANT DAY’S WORK IN 
THE SENATE. 

THE FITZ JOHN PORTER BILL POSTPONED 
FOR A WEEK—THE BONDED WHISKY 
AND MILITARY ACADEMY BILLS PASSED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—By unanimous con- 
sent the West Point Appropriation bill was taken 
up in the Senate to-day aud passed. Mr. SnerMan 
then said it was hardly worth while to move to 
take up the Bonded Whisky bill in the half hour 
remaining before 2 o'clock, when the Fitz John 

Porter bill would come up as unfinished business, 

but as soon as that bill was disposed of he;would ask 

the Senate to consider the whisky bill. The unfin- 
ished business, tho Porter bill, was laid before the 

Senate. After a brief discussion it was unani- 


mously agreed that the bill should be set down 
for further consideration on Thursday next after 
the morning business, and that the vote on its pas- 
sage should be taken at 2 o'clock on that day. 

The Senate then, on Mr. Suzrnwan’s motion, by a 
vote of 33 to 16, took up the Bonded Whisky bill. 

Mr. Hate moved to amend £0 as to limit the pre- 
posed extension of time to whisky entered before 
Jan. 1.1881. His object imoffering this amendment, 
he sald, was to test the sincerity of the professions 
that this bill was merely designed to relieve dis- 
tress, and to ascertaih whether the relief of distress 
or the securing of an indefinite extension of time 
for the whisky men was the real object. 

Mr. SHerman said that if the whisky interest 
came oftener to Congress for relief than others it 
was becauze no other interest except tobacco was 
so taxed by Congress. The tax on spirits was 500 
per cent. on ite cost. In other words, the Govern- 
ment said to the mannfacturer{of spirits: ‘* Within 
three years from the time you manufacture 
your product yeu shall poy in taxes five times as 
much as that product costs.” This was an excep- 
tional tax; yet these manufacturers did not ask for 
its repeal, but merely for ar extension of time, in 
order that they might have an opportunity to find 
a market for their product before they were re- 
quired to take it out of bond and pay the tax upon 
it; and in asking oven this they offered to pay 
interest upon the tax at the rate of 5 per cent. 
Any man havinga lien upon the property of an- 
other and refusing an extension of time on such 
terms would be regarded as a Shylock. 

Mr. Hae said that no manufacture ought to be 
so favored by the Government as to induce it to 
overproduce at 'the rate of 300 per ceat., as this 
whisky interest had been doing. 

Mr. Maxey asked what reason there was for 
granting this extension to the distillers which 
weed net apply equally to importers of distilied 
spirits. 

Mr. Becx said the importers had already soveral 
advantages, and further, that they did not use 
American grain or other American materials. The 
whisky men had paid Into the treasury $1,000,00,- 
000, and the class of manufacturers now complain- 
ing had never cheatea the Government out of a 
dollar. It was Tr proper that whisky and to- 
bacco should be taxed, and he (Mr. Beck) certainly 
would never ask that they should be relieved from 
taxation so long as the poor man was taxed 100 
per cent. upon his blanket and 80 per oent. on the 
sugar he used in his tea. He wasin favor of keep- 
ing the “whisky interest’ in a condition to be 
taxed and to pay taxes so that other burdens 
pressing heavily upon the people might be reduced, 
anid the relief grantea by this pill was necessary to 
keep it in that condition. 

a ews amendment was rejected—yeas 17, 
nays 24.

ESTIMATES FOR A NEW NAVY. 

THE CONSTRUCTION OF &IX REW VESSELS 

OF DIFFERENT GRADES RECOMMENDED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A communication 
from the Secretary of the Navy was to-day laid 
before the Senate containing recommendations for 
the construction of a steel cruiser of about 4,000 
tons displacement, to cost, it is estimated, $1,576,- 
854; three steel cruisers of about 2,500 tons dis- 
placement, to cost each, estimated $1,031,225; one 
fron dispatch boat or fast clipper of about 1,500 
tons displacement, to cost, estimated $460,000, and 
ene cruising torpedo poat to cost $85,000. The 
Secretary says in his letter: “Of the foregoing 
vessels recommended by the Naval Advisory 
Board, only the first, the large steel cruiser, was 
authorized by the act of Aug. 5, 1882, being the 
second, or smaliest, cruiser therein mentioned. 


That act limited the total cost of this vessel 
to the amo estimated by the former Advisory 
Board, which appears to have been $1,422,000. The 
vessel could probably, however, be constructed 
under existing law. It will be noticed that the 
board-o to recommend the construction of the 
first, or largest, cruiser authorized by that act, 
and the board and the department agree in opin- 
ion that she should not built now, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: First—The limit of cost under the 
act, being the estimate of the first Advisory Board, 
compares With the cost now-estimated by the bu- 
reaus as follows:

“ The difference in the estimates results mainly 
from different weiehts of metal adopted in the 
two est panes. Additional authority of Congress 
is therefore necessary if this cruiser is to be con- 
structed. Solarge and expensive a vessel is not 
now required. The first Advisory Board recom- 
mended 2 such (5,873 ton) vessels, bat only in coh- 
nection with 6 4,560-ton vessels, 10 3,043-ton vessels, 
20 small cruisers, and 30 rams and torpedo-beats, 
all to cost $29,607.600. In beginnizg a new modern 
steel navy by commencing only two vessels it does 
not seem wise to start with one to cost $2,700,000 
and another $1,600,000. Construction should begin 
neither with the largest nor smallest, but with the 
medium-sized ships. This large yesse] when finished 
would not be adapted to the present condition 
of our naval service. The expense of maintaining 
her in commission would beheavy. The experience 
af other nations tends against such very large un- 
armored cruisers. Vosenttedty. the object of 
Co in deciding to build so large » ship was to 
obtain room for <anies, and machinery which 
would give great speed. It is preferable, however, 
to endeavor to secure high speed at less cost in 
planning and building the 4,000-ton ship, from 
which it is believed by the department and the 
board results satisfactory to the country can be 
obtained. I have the honor, therefore, to advise 
that, instead of the authority given by the act of 
Aug. 5, 1882, there be submit Congress the 

resent recommendations of the board and the 
epartment in this communication contained.” 

Accompanying this letter are the estimates fur- 
nished by the Advisory Board, through Commodore 
Shufeldt, its President. They are as follows: For 
the 4,000-ton steel cruiser, to be cased with wood

RIVER AND HARBOR EXTRAVAGANCE. 
APPROPRIATIONS WHICH SECRETARY LIN- 
COLN THINES ARE UNWISE. 

Wasuincton, Jan. 4.—The Secretary of 
War to-day transmitted to the Speaker of tho 
House a report in response to a resolution calling 
for infermation as to whether, in the River aod 
Harbor bill of last session, works were appropriated 
for whieh were not beneficial to commerce, and if 
so, what those works were; and whether any ap- 
propriation has been withheld by the Department, 
Tho Secretary says that the first portion of the in- 
quiry apparently calls for bis opinion on a subject 
which it was peculiarly the province of Congress 
to consider in framing the bili, and ofthe President 


in his action with regard to it when presented 
for his approval. It had been the practice of 
the department to refrain from expressing 
any opinion as to the wisdom of ap- 
propriations. It had not been considered the 
duty of the department to extend its recommenda- 
tions beyond matters relating to the practicability 
or the method of accomplishing the resuits in- 
dicated by Congrees. The Secretary states that he 
did, however, in compliance with the resolution 
make an inyestigation,-and that it appeared to him 
in many iustences the results of substantial hene- 
fits to general ecommerce were so obscure and ap- 
parently insignificant as to indicate the doubts on 
the part of the House of Representatives indicated 
by the inquiry presented in the rezolution. In re- 
spose to the other inquiry, the Secretary says 
that the appropriations huve been withheld from 
new works in some cases where a temporary sus- 
pension of the commencement of the work would 
not substantially delay the compietion. The 
Secretary also transmits, in compliance with the 
reeolution, the estimates of the Engineer Depart- 
ment for the improvement of rivers and harbors 
for the net fiscal year which have not previously 
been tranemitted to Congress, the aggregate of the 
estimates amounting to $33,889,000. The rivers and 
harbors particularized as not, in the opinion of the 
Secretary, such as would be benefited by the expen- 
diture of the sums appropriated, are as follows:

MR. TRAVERS’S EXPERIENCE WITH A THIEF 
EARLY YESTERDAY MORNING. .

The 
thiet was so greedy that he stopped to empty the 
small change receptacles in the till, and the ehink 
of the eoins awoke Travers. Seoing the fellow be- 
hind the bar he sprang at him, seized him, and 
tried to drag him to a place where he had a pistol. 
The thief shouted, “Burst it down! Burst it,” and 
his comrades put their shoulders to the door be- 
| tween the ante-room and the bar-room, and tried 
to force it open. Just as Travers secured his pistol 
the .man he held slipped out ef his coat, and at the 
same moment his comrades forved the door and 
entered the saloon.

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PHILOSOPHY AND CHRISTIANITY. 
Prof. George 8. Morris, of the University of 
Michigan, delivered last evening the first of a 
course Of lectureson ‘ Philosophy and Christian- 
ity,” in the chapel of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary. His audience was largely composed of stu- 


dents of the seminary. Religion, he said, could not, 
even if it would, withdraw Itself from the liability 
of being made a subject of scientitic. of philosoph- 
ie, inquiry. After defining how acientifio inquiry 
differed from philosophic inquiry, Prof. Morris do- 
clared that modern agnosticism resulted from a 
misapplication and misinterpretation of the method 
and conclusions of purely physical scienee. It had 
the form of knowledge witheut its substance. Its 
theoretical bases were not now. They were pre- 
cisely those of Locke and Hume, Before the forum 
or absolute intelligence religion had nothing to 
fear from agnosticism. Even if religion was a 
mere illusion it would still be safe from any at- 
taeks of agnosticism. Philosophy had overthrown 
the slender grounds on which agnosticism was 
founded. In conolusion, Prof. Morris said that re- 
ligion, or Christianity, was in form and substance 
of and for intelligence.

The Bonded Whisky bill was passed in 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 23 to 20. 
This is a measure to extend for two years 
the payment of tax on some eighty-five mil- 
lions of gallons which distillers, chiefly in 
Tennessee, have manufactured in advance 
of the demands of consumers. While it is 
perfectly true that if people will drink 
whisky it is better that they should drink it 
five years old than when newly mantfac- 
tured, it is not atall clear that the people of 
the United States who do not drink whisky 
should be taxed to pay for improving the 
quality of the liquor of those who 
do. The distillers who have gone 
into an over-production equal to six 
years’ demand did so with their eyes open. 
The presumption is that they had some ex- 
ceptional temptation in the way of cheap 
raw material or of very large prospective 
profits to urge them to take the risk. 
It is all very well to pay interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent. on the extend- 
ed tax of 90 cents on the gallon, but 
it would be interesting to know the precise 
relation between the shrinkage in bulk and 
appreciation in value of the five-year-old 
spirit. The importer who pays $2 a gallon 
on the product of foreign distillers is not 
permitted to mature his brandy, whisky, or 
gin at the public expense.

The bill now goes to the President, who 
will sign it. Itis not to be supposed that 
he does not fully understand the responsi- 
bilities which he will thereby assume. The 
fact that the law is simply 
scarcely, indeed, more than permissive, only 
makes those responsibilities the greater and 
the clearer. It is not believed to be within 
the constitutional power of Congress to en- 
act mandatory legislation with reference to 
the exercise by the President of the function 
of appointment and removal. That is,at least, 
an open question, and the advocates of the 
reform determined to keep within the limits 
of absolute safety, to propose no restrictions 
to which the Executive could object on the 
ground of constitutionality, and to leave 
with him, should their plan become a law, 
a clear discretion and an equally clear ac- 
countability in carrying it out. As the 
case stands President Arraur has what- 
ever power exists in the Constitution for ac- 
tion, with an unqualified declaration, by an 
unprecedented vote of both houses, of the 
principles which, in their judgment, should 
guide him., He cannot now, if he were 
so inclined, plead any want of legislative 
sanction for the application of the reform 
in good faith and according to well-defined 
and practical rules. And this measure has 
the very great advantage that it provides 
for no untried experiment, for no sweeping 
and difficult changes. It gives the Presi- 
dent ample power to begin at once the 
operation of a system which has stood with 
absolute success the test of experience, not 
only in England, but, in the largest Federal 
offices outside of Washington, in the United 
States. The law, moreover, places it 
in his power, at his discretion, gradually 
but surely to extend the system until it shall 
practically include the great body of the 
civil service of the Government. If he shall 
honestly and judiciously enforce the bill 
which his signature will soon make a law, 
it will be the work of his Administration, 
by which it will live in history, for 
it will insure the abolition of the cor- 
rupt and corrupting relation of pat- 
ronage to politics, which is the 
greatest evil and danger of the day. 
Should he now perform his duty as it is 
plainly set forth, it will be held to his greater 
credit because he has been known in the past 
as sincerely and openly opposed to the prin- 
ciples of the reform which he is now called 
upon to enforce. As his failure would 
naturally be attributed to an inexcusable 
attachment to the bad principles and the bad 
methods with which he has been connected 
in the past, fidelity now to the new system 
would be gladly and gratefully acknowl- 
edged by the country as an honorable obe- 
dience to the clearly and strongly expressed 
will of the people. 


GOV. BUTLER’S MESSAGE. 


The people of Massachusetts cannot com- 
plain that Gov. BoTwer’s first Message to 
the Legislature is lacking in suggestions 
and recommendations. It contains more 
than 120 printed octavo pages, and he leaves 
several important topics to be dealt with in 
‘*special communications,’”’ after he shall 
have given them fuller consideration. The 
new Governor redeems his promise to give 
the affairs of the various departments of 
administration a thorough overhauling, if 
sharp criticism can be called overhauling. 
He devotes very little space to dry statis- 
tics and many pages to a discussion of 
things that need reform. There is absolutely 
nothing in the affairs of the State that re- 
ceives his unqualified commendation, and 
if the Legislature heeds his advice there will 
be an overhauling that will put a new face 
upon the administration of the concerhs of 
the old Commonwealth. 


The first thing that strikes the wanderin ¢ 
eye of the doughty old General is the pro- 
digious cost of the Hoosac Tunnel and its 
connecting line of railroad. The State has 
an investment of over twenty-two millions 
in the ‘‘big bore,’’ and finds that it is 
not self-supporting. But this is briefly 
passed over with a promise of a 
special Message, and the congenial topic 
of free and equal suffrage is taken up. 
The Governor finds many objections to the 
poll tax as a prerequisite of voting, most of 
which have a good dealof force. Practi- 
cally, he says, the State “ offers a bounty of 
from one to two dollars to any citizen who 
will stay away from town meeting,”’ and 
encourages politicians to pay him for going 
and voting their way. He is of opinion, 
too, that the requirement of a poll tax 
is an abridgment of the “privileges 
and immunities’’ of citizens of the 
United States, and therefore in violation 
of the fourteenth amendment of the Federal 
Constitution. He finds that nearly 37 per 
cent. of the “‘voting population of the 
State” are prevented by some cause from 
voting, and this he attributes in part 
to the poll tax and in part to the im- 
pediments of the registration laws. He 
would have the whole thing reformed and 
suffrage made free and easy. He believes 
also that there is intimidation and coercion 
of voters and much false or careless count- 
ing of votes, and makes the novel sug- 
gestion that every ballot should be in- 
closed in a ‘‘self-sealing’’ envelope fur- 
nished by the State. He is also in favor of 
extending the right of suffrage to women, 
beginning with municipal elections, In this 
connection he proposes to take a vote of the 
women to see whether they want the suf- 
frage, and then to allow them after due 
registration to send in their ballots by mail 
or drop them in a special box before the day 
of election. A further suggestion on the 
suffrage question is that naturalization be 
made easier by allowing the lowest courts to 
issue papers. 

The subject of labor and its needs is 
passed over to be the subject of ‘‘a further 
communication.’’ The defects of the judi- 
cial system and of the Militia organization 
are noted, and the fruitful topic of crime is 
touched upon, with the suggestion that gam- 
bling in stocks and merchandise be looked 

into and the derailment of railroad trains 
be made punishable with death. The Gov- 
ernor then attacks with great vigor the admin- 
istration of the ‘‘reformatory, correctional, 
and pauper institutions’’ of the State. He 
shows that it is enormously expensive and 
exceedingly faulty. The numerous boards 
of management and supervision excite his 
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special hostility. The law has placed them 
practically beyond the reach of the correct- 
ing hand of the Executive, and they have 
become a cover for extravagance and inef- 
ficiency. He says, with bad grammar but 
clearness of meaning, that ‘‘the history of 
all Governments has shown that administra- 
tive powers exercised by a board induces 
corruption and carelessness in its members 
and agents.’’ In the words of Jeremy 
Bentham, ‘‘a board is a screen,”’ and he 1s 
for splintering up all these boards which 
cover the corrupt and extravagant doings of 
the official families that live and prosper at 
the expense of the State. He finds the prison 
management expensive and bad. The prison 
for women is costly and of doubtful utility, 
and ‘‘should be abolished.’”” The State 
reform school for boys is ‘‘ not a success;”’ 
the industrial school for girls has ‘‘ outlived 
its usefulness, if it ever had any;”’ the 
school for idiots has ‘‘no sufficient reason’’ 
for existing, and the treatment of the insane 
is very far from what it ought to be. On 
this last named subject Gov. ButLER makes 
some excellent suggestions. The system of 
auditing accounts and purchasing supplies 
for the State is severely criticised, and a 
recommendation is made that a general pur- 
chasing officer be appointed. 

After some trenchant remarks on civil 
service reform in the State, including a sug- 
gestion that one-third of the paid officials be 
dispensed with and the salaries of the rest 
cut down one-half, and a discussion of the 
inequalities of taxation, the Governor 
launches into the consecrated system 
of public education in Massachusetts. 
He thinks too much money is devoted 
to teaching fancy branches and to special 
departments of instruction, while the rudi- 
ments of learning do not receive proper at- 
tention. There is too much ‘higher in- 
struction” and too much illiteracy. On this 
subject his remarks are for the most part ex- 
ceedingly good. On the whole, the Message 
is the most vigorous and suggestive docu- 
ment of the kind that we have seen for many 
a day, and the steady-going legislators of 
Massachusetts will not find it easy to ignore 
either its criticisms or its recommendations. 
But er evidently intends to be a live Gov- 
ernor, and if there is not a raking up of old 
abuses, a breaking to pieces of routine meth- 
ods, and the infusion of new vigor, tempered 
with economy, in the administration of af- 
fairs, it will not be his fault. 


SOME SURPRISED DEMOCRATS. 


Now that Gov. Water, of Connecticut, 
has peacefully taken office and the Demo- 
crats of that State and their political breth- 
ren elsewhere have recovered from their 
ridiculous panic, it is possible to discuss the 
affair of the ballots without danger of being 
accused of sedition, treason, and privy con- 
spiracy. Some of the ballots cast for the 
Democratic candidate for Governor of Con- 
necticut were clearly and palpably illegal. 
A decision to this effect was given by the 
highest judicial officer in the State, the 
matter having been brought before his court 
in a suit to determine the legality of 
a municipal election in which the so-called 
black ballots were used. The Democrats, 
inflamed to the highest degree of madness 
by this opinion, charged that the raising of 
the question (and presumably Chief-Justice 
Parx’s decision) was a part of a conspiracy 
to ‘‘steal the State,’’ and that the Republi- 
can candidate for Governor, Lieut.-Gov. 
W. H. BuLKELEy, was deep in the afore- 
said conspiracy. It did not seem to occur 
to any of these exacerbated persons that the 
decision was that of a high and honorable 
court, and that the Republican candidate for 
Governor had no more power over the case 
than he has over the tides of the ocean. 


When Lieut.-Gov. BuLKELEY was asked 
by a reporter ‘‘ what he should do about it,”’ 
meaning the dispute over the doubtful bal- 
lots, he declined to disclose his intentions. 
This confirmed the panic-stricken Demo- 
crats in their belief inthe existence of a 
deep-laid plot to revolutionize Connecticut. 
It was also charged that the Republicans 
had used illegal ballots in the late election, 
as if the alleged irregularity of the Republi- 
can ballots could be made to offset the pro- 
nounced illegality of those cast by 
Democrats. Finally, Lieut.-Gov. BuLxKE- 
LEY wrote a_ letter in which he 
manfully said that, if the black ballots were 
‘thrown out and the election of Mr. WaLLER 
were declared invalid, he, as the Re- 
publican candidate, would refuse to accept 
the office of Governor. The Democrats, 
considerably taken aback by this unexpected 
declaration, found fault with Mr. Bu.Kes- 
LEY’s grammar, and then began to exult 
over what they called the failure of courage 
shown by the Republicans. This was say- 
ing, in effect, ‘If we had been in the Re- 
publican position, we would have made the 
best use of our opportunity and have got 
away with the Governorship.’”’ 

The Legislature met with this queer state 
of things to consider: Mr. WALLER was 
undoubtedly the choice of a majority of the 
legal voters of the State; some of the bal- 
lots cast for him were known to be illegal, 
and if these were thrown out the expressed 
will of the people would be thwarted, and 
yet no official knowledge of any of these 
facts was in possession of the Legislature. 
There was the law which said that 
the ballots must be printed after a 
certain manner, and there were the bal- 
lots unmistakably unlawful on their face. 
The Legislature on Wednesday assembled 
and organized. Its first act was to pass a 
bill legalizing all ballots cast at any State 
election in Connecticut from the earliest 
times to the present. In effect, this law is a 
temporary repeal of the existing statute re- 
lating to the printing of ballots, and making 
that repeal retroactive so far as any past 
violations of the statute are concerned. This 
is certainly liberal enough to suit the most 
exacting, and it is probably the shortest cut 
out of the difficulty that human ingenuity 
could devise. It was simply saying, ‘‘ Let 
us wipe off the blackboard and begin again.”’ 
So Gov. WALLER was inaugurated, and the 
perturbed Democrats relaxed their flinty 
faces. 

We presume that no impartial observer of 
political events believes for a moment that 
the Democrats would have permitted Repub- 
licans to take the Governorship if the con- 
demned ballots had been Republican and the 
defeated candidate had been a Democrat. 
In effect, the Connecticut Republicans threw 
to the windsthe law that had been violated, 
and attempted to legalize ballots unlawfully 


printed, distributed, and used. The Demo- 


crats, who are always great sticklers for the 
letter of the law, (when the letter is on 
their side,) would have cried for gore 
rather than lose such a chance of lay- 
ing hands on the Governorship of the 
State. Nowhere in the history of parties 
can an instance be found in which Dem- 
ocrats have hesitated to use to their 
own advantage just such a legal complica- 
tion as that which the Republicans of Con- 
necticut have solved in the interests of peace 
and popular justice. The Democrats have 
assumed, from the first, that a political rob- 
bery must needs be contemplated. They 
have heaped abuse and contumely on the 
heads of those who might have profited by 
the success of the alleged plot. And when 
their own illegal acts have been legalized, 
they have grumblingly muttered that the 
Republicans were scared into a relinquish- 
ment of their dishonest schemes. This was a 
case in which a professional burglar cried 
** Stop thief !’’ 
NEE 
ELECTRIC PROGRESS. 

It has been remarked that we are only on 
the threshold of discoveries in electricity. 
It is not, perhaps, an original remark, since 
it has been made by several millions of peo- 
ple at bi-weekly intervals during the last 
three years, but it is evidently entirely true. 
Since the invention of the telephone there 
has been a constant succession of new in- 
ventions, and each new invention speedily 
leads to others. 


The electric light was originally designed 
for illuminating purposes. While it has 
fully answered its original purpose, it has 
proved to be of immense service in wholly 
unexpected directions. That is to say, the 
same electric current which furnishes light 
can be made to doa large amount of other 
and exceedingly useful work. 


The discovery that the wires of the elec- 
tric light form the most efficient of all rat- 
traps was made accidentally. The electric 
light suddenly went out one night in a pri- 
vate house, and on examination it was found 
that a rat had touched the two wires in the 
cellar and thus closed a circuit with his un- 
suspecting paws. The rat was killed instan- 
taneously by the electric current, and his 
body remained, with one paw uplifted, in 
precisely the attitude in which death over- 
took the unfortunate animal. 


The hint thus furnished has been used 
by Prof. Smith and is the basis of his 
Electric Rat and Mouse Annihilator. In- 
stead of an elaborate trap, which rats and 
mice of any intelligence refuse to enter, the 
Professor uses wires. On all sides of the 
cellar and ata height of two inches from 
the ground is placed a small wooden trough 
sprinkled with cheese, while on each side of 
the trough run the electric wires which 
furnish light to the rest of the house. The 
mice and rats are naturally attracted by the 
cheese, and in endeavoring to reach it 
touch the two wires and are instantly killed. 
This admirable invention will clear a house 
of rats and miceina single night, and in 
some places where it. has been tried no less 
than three gross of assorted rodents have 
been found the next morning standing in 
hungry attitudes over the fatal trough. © It 
is obvious that this admirable invention will 
entirely supersede the old-fashioned traps 
and that its universal adoption will lead to 
the total extermination of rats and mice. 


Closely connected with the electric jight is 
Prof. Brown’s Infallible Burglar Discour- 
ager, an invention which owes its origin to 
the fact that the strong current of electricity 
used in connection with certain systems of 
electric lighting has on several occasions 
killed incautious men. Prof. Brown sur- 
rounds every window and door with electric 
wires. In the day-time these wires are dis- 
connected with the battery, so that they can 
be touched with impunity, but at night, 
after the house is carefully locked up, 
the head of the family turns on the 
electricity. The burglar who attempts 
to enter the house by surreptitiously opening 
a door or window does not disturb the fam- 
ily by ringing electric bells, but he simply 
receives a severe shock of electricity the 
moment he touches the wires. The shock 
kills him as suddenly asif he were an in- 
cautious rat, and in the morning the family 
find him in the attitude in which he died, 
rigid, lifelike in appearance, and effectually 
discouraged. The removal of his body is, 
of course, the work of the Police, and it is 
thought quite possible that if the burglar 
carries his name and address in his pocket 
the Police will in some cases be able to ob- 
tain a clue to his identity. 

Prof. Robinson, in his Electric Cat Spe- 
cific, has made yet another application of 
the electric light wires. As is well known, 
the urban cat inhabits the back fences of 
city lots. Very few cats are found on the 
roofs of city houses, doubtless for the rea- 
son that the roofs are flat, and hence are des- 
titute of a ridge-pole on which the cat can 
sit and obtain an uninterrupted view of the 
neighborhood. Sitting on the edge of the 
fence, the cat can watch the approach of 
enemies with or without bootjacks, and can 
take proper measures for avoiding them. So 
strictly confined are city cats to back fences 
that could we capture every one who mounts 
a fence we should soon render the city cat 
as extinct as the dodo. 

The Electric Cat Specific is a system of 
electric wires running along the tops of 
back fences. Like the wires of the 
Burglar Discourager, they are harmless in 
the day-time when the current is cut off, but 
are eminently deadly at night when the cur- 
rent is turnedon. ‘The midnight cat mounts 
the back fence only to be stricken with instan- 
taneous death. She utters no moan, and 
her attitude is so natural that it creates no 
suspicion in the minds of other cats. In 
fact, the more thickly the top of any given 
back fence becomes crowded with dead cats, 
the more anxious other cats become to join 
the crowd and take part in what they 
imagine to be a great feline gala concert. 

The Electric Cat Specific was recently 


tried in connection with the back fence run- | 


ning through the interior of the block 
bounded by Fourth-avenue, Madison-ave- 
Twenty-third and Twenty-second 
streets. The current .was turned on at 
11 o’clock at night, and at 7 the next 
morning two hundred and thirty-one cats 
were found dead on the top of the fence, 
while some more had fallen to the ground. 
The demonstrative efficiency of Prof. Rob- 
inson’s great invention will insure its rapid

ing upon the human race. 
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The decision of the House of Lords in the 
suitof BurNauD against Ropocanacuy, a full re- 
port of which was recently received, will no doubt 
be welcomed by many persons interested in the 
distribution of the Geneva award as sustaining 
the steady refusal of Congress to allow the claims 
of the insurance companies. The story of the case 
was that a cargo which had been insured up to a 
limited value against war risks by English under- 
writers was destroyed by the Aladama, and before 
anything was settled as to Great Britain’s making 
amends for the Alabama’s captures the under- 
writers paid the loss. Later, Great Britain con- 
sented to an arbitration of the question of her ob- 
ligation to make recompense; the arbitrators 
awarded about $15,000,000, which she paid, and 
Congress (in 1874) authorized a partial distribution 
of the money among actual sufferers—persons 
who had been directly injured. The owners of 
this particular cargo submitted a claim, and it was 
allowed and paid. The underwriters then sued 
them, elaiming to be “subrogated,” as lawyers 
call it—that is, demanding that the money 
awarded equitably belonged to them  be- 
cause they had paid the agreed value of 
it pursuant to their policy. The English Court of 
Appeal last year, and this year the House of Lords, 
seem of opinion that if the Geneva award were to 
be regarded as a payment by Great Britain of 
claims of various sufferers which the United States 
held for collection, then the insurer’s claim would 
be good; in other words, if the money which the 
United States, through the Commissioners of Ala- 
bama Claims, awarded to the owners of the de- 
stroyed cargo was a “payment” ina proper sense, 
to which the owners were entitled as a diminution 
of their loss, then the insurers would be entitied to 
the money, for it would be a substitute for the de- 
stroyed property, and they would be entitled to 
an abandonment of the substitute, just as they 
would have been to thé cargo itself if that had 
been unexpectedly found. But the two courts de- 
cide that the award was not a payment of claims. 
They hold that it was a sum of money given by 
Great Britain to the United States in consideration 
of the general national loss which this country had 
sustained through the Confederate cruisers; that 
the $15,000,000 when paid into our Treasury be- 
came the money, not of individual claimants, but 
of the United States, which our Government might 
use as it saw fit, and that if they distributed a por- 
tion ef it to the owners of cargoes destroyed those 
owners took it as a free gift,and were not bound 
to account for it to insurers.

In regard to the important subject of the 
protection of game in our Western Territories, 
particularly in the National Park, Gov. Crossy, of 
Montana, has written a letter which contains a 
number of new and valuable suggestions. Refer- 
ring, in the first place, to the laws upon the subject 
which have already been enacted, he shows that 
while they are upon their face most adequate, they 
are in reality not sufficient to proteet the game 
from wanton destruction. Foreign sportsmen, so 
called, who come to this country fully equipped 
with all the latest appliances of slaughter, have 
been known, despite all laws, to destroy dozens of 
antelope, deer, mountain sheep, and elk in a single 
day out of season. According to Gen. SHERIDAN, 
from whose report the Governor quotes, the game 
in the park is by this and other means being rapidly 
diminished. The slaughter goes on during al! 
seasons of the year. Since its discovery not less 
than 4,000 elk have been killed by skin-hunters in 
the park alone, while mountain sheep, deer, and 
antelope have been killed in countless numbers, 
To prevent this wholesale destruction, which, if 
allowed to continue, must at no distant day result 
in the extermination of large game in the territo- 
ries, Gov. Crospy well suggests that transporta- 
tion companies be prohibited from carrying the 
carcases or skins of game unlawfully killed, as they 
are now prohibited fré6m- carrying fish taken by 
illicitmeans. He further recommends that it be 
made unlawful to hunt or Kill game in the Na- 
tional Park or to harry the animals out of it. That 
the limits of the park be considerably enlarged as 
already suggested by Gen. SHERIDAN, and that an 
engineer officer of the Army be detailed to report 
to: the Secretary otf the Interior for special 
duty as general Superintendent of the national 
preserves with powers and mears granted him to 
lay out roads and make other necessary improve- 
ments; and, most important of all, that he be 
authorized to call upon the military stationed in 
the neighborhood for such details of troops as may 
be necessary for emergencies and to enforce the 
laws. By thus protecting the park and enlarging 
it the Governor believes that an ark of safety will 
be provided for the great game of North America 
until Montana and the neighboring Territories will 
rejoice to find in the overflow from the park a con- 
stant supply of game for true sportsmen.

The system of arithmetic in use in the of- 
fices of gas companies has long been a mystery to 
the gas-burning public. It is well known that 
while one burner used for one month may cost 
the consumer $2, two burners used under precise- 
ly similar circumstances, for the same length ot 
time, may cost $6. The ascending scale is one of 
the most important parts, evidently, of this com- 
plicated system, the highest point in the asceat 
being reached in the middle of Summer, when, the 
house being closed, the gas bill is often quite as 
high as it was in the previous December. The 
monthly enigma forwarded in the shape of a 
statement and bill few persons have under- 
taken to solve, except as to that part of it 
wherein the indebtedness is named. The state- 
ment that meter No. 11,011 indicated 986,542.27 on 
the ist of December, and 986,542.29 on the Ist of 
January, and that the month’s bill is therefore $16, 
is intelligible only to gas company clerks, and peo- 
ple who have gas bills to pay cannot usually afford 
the time neeessary to figure it out. It is only by 
supposing that the heat of Summer expands the 
burners to such a degree that one little burner in 
the kitchen is capable of carrying as much gas as 
the chandeliers in the parlor and in all the cham- 
bers in cooler weather that the monthly uniformity 
of gas bilis can be accounted for. That two and 
two make five in making outa bill is a prineiple 
well known in certain not over-scrupulous branches 
of trade, but nothing short of a gas company in the 
heyday of its prosperity can by adding two and 
two produce fifteen. Such little experiences as 
we hare had with gas bills in New-York, however, 
dwindle into insignifieance when compared Zith 
the remarkable state of affairs recently developed 
in Philadelphia. In that city the electric light has 
made almost as much headway as in the Metropvo- 
lis, and the gas companies had reason to fear the 
formidable competition. They announced that 
on the 15th of October last the price of gas would 
be reduced 15 per cent., and men were sent to take 
the reckoning of every meter in the city on that 
day, that the consumers might all makea fresh 
start at the reduced rates. But the consumers 
have found by their November and December bills 
that the reduction in price has increased their in- 
debtedness instead of diminishing it. This increase 
has reached in some cases as high as 25 and 50 per 
cent., and Philadelphians are dreading the possi- 
bility of another reduction in the price of gas, 
which, they say, would make the bills so high 
they would be utterly unable to pay them. 
Not only does the same amount of gas cost 
more than before the reduction, but a 
considerably less quantity, it is said, costs con- 
siderably more, In some of the leading theatres 
and newspaper offices, where, on account of the 
introduction of elcetric lights, not more than half 
as many gas-burners were in use last month as in 
the corresponding month in 1881, last month’s 
bills were considerably.in excess of the 1881 bills, 
notwithstanding the “reduction” in price. It is 
this unpleasant state of affairs that is making 
Philadelphians earnestly hope there will be no 
further reduction in the price of gas; and that 
is leading them to believe that not by the inatro- 
duction of new patents or improved machinery 
can gas companies make money, but by the em- 
ployment of a lightning calculator in the com- 


pany’s office.

The preliminary report of the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States Marine Hospital Service 
relative to the recent yellow fever epidemic in 
Texas—the epidemic of 1882, as it will henceforth 
figure in the statistics of disease—has just been is- 
sued, and those who are aware of the conflict of 
interests which has existed between the Marine 
Hospital Service and the National Board of Health 
in regard to this particular emergency need not be: 
told that the issue has excited a violent contro- 
vorsy among the many medical journals that bave 
taken positiens as partisans of the one or the other 
contesting narty. As to the free hospital and. 


medieal attendance furnished to the sick poor d 
the infected district and the establishment of { 
free dispensary in Brownsville—the centre of thi 
epidemic—no legitimate question conld be raised 
The critics have, therefore, contented themselya 
with discussion of the sanitary cordon as ascienti@ 
measure. That the measure was effective in pre 
venting the spread of the epidemic iato the unin 
fected sections of Texas and in limiting it to lt 
few initiatory foci no doubt can be entertaine( 
even by those who descant upon the oppressive 
ness of sanitary cordons in general; and it i 
appear that a detention of ten days at the sanitary 
station, fumigation of the baggage of traveler 
from the infected district, burning of fumites, and 
other measures of minor importance are incon 
veniences to which the public could afford to sub 
mit in view of the urgency of the case. No com 
plaint is made as to the quarantine that ultimately 
had to be established on the Rio Grande River; 
and the fact that the fever did not pass the cordoy 
at any point and a general epidemic was thuj 
probably prevented in the South-west should aj 
least silence severe strictures. As one of the mos! 
candid physicians in this City, himself a friend of 
the National Board of Health, recently remarked 
“It is scarcely true that the inhabitants of Browns 
ville were practically imprisoned in a fever nest 
and foreed, willy niliy, to take the disease, for thi 
cordon was located one hundred and eighty mile 
from that town, and ten days constituted no very 
onerous burden of detention, while to deelare out 
right that the sanitary cordon as a prevertive pro 
cedure is not in aecord with the best science of 
the day, as many have done, is pure twaddle.” If 
was successful in confining the plague of 1879 iy 
Russia to its original centre of infection, and Dr, 
Hireson, one of the authorities of Europe, at thd 
International Sanitary Council held that year, 
recommended it as the most available measurd 
that can be taken in thinly settled regions. It am 
pears from the report that out of the more than 
two thousand cases of the feyer which occurred in 
Brownsville only one hundred and fourteen proved 
fatal—a fact in vital statistics that attests the 
efficiency of the free hospital and dispensary sys 
tem established by order of the Surgeon-General, 
Indeed, with such a small percentage of mortality,” 
there was no very urgent reason for running away, 
and, on the whole, without criticising the manage 
ment of previous epidemics by the National Board, 
it is evident that its rival has acquitted itself ad- 
mirably.

Parts, Dec. 18.—Perhaps never since 
Revolutionary times, or at the moment of the 
jrrach of last January, bave Parisians en- 
yed a week so full of incident as the past. 
o Premitres, three funerals, one atrocious 
yourder, complicated by the su:cide of the 
assassin, who wes the victim’s father, the 
début of M. Gambetta’s niece at the old Skat- 
Ing, now called the Palace Theatre, and a 
between third parties, for the parties 
most directly interested in tne question dis- 
tlaim all participation therein—are the chief 
of these events. First come the funerals. 
"Of Louis Blanc’s I have written already. But 
at the same time, when the orators were 
speaking over'the grave at Pére la Chaisca 
crowd of celebrities were paying their last 
tribute of respect to the memory of Charles 
ud, the most eminent criminal lawyer 
Sands tas produced during the present cen- 
fury. He had expressly requested in bis will 
that no invitations should be issued for his 
uneral, and yet the Church of St. Germain 
Pris was filled to overflowing. Two days 
Jater William Galignani was borne to his last 
resting place. It was the brothers Gal- 
ignani who headed the subscription

000f., until, when the establishment was opened, 
on the 7th of November, 1868, they were do- 
nors of half a million. Nor did their munifi- 
pence end there. They gave 500,000f. for the 
construction of two schoolhouses for girls and 
an orphan asylum between 1868 and 1873, and 
at the opening of William’s will on Wednes- 
day his Executors announced the se 
legacies: One hundred and twenty thousan 

francs to the Corbeil Hospital, 120,000f. to the 
Corbeil Orphan Asylum; his hotel, No. 82 
Rue du Faubourg St. Honoré, estimated at 
2,000,000f., to the Assistance Publique of Paris, 
besides another hotel, also situated in Paris, 
end for the transformation of this into a hos- 
pital,a sum amounting to 3,000,000f. Such 
men as the Galignani, who leaveto the poor 
and the infirm the almost totality of their for- 
tune, merit the title of benefactors to human- 


lty. 

While a frightful ogee was taking place 
elsewhere in tbe city Paris was clapping 
fts hands and shouting over the magnifi- 
cent interpretation of the cieverest, the 
most poignant drama to which Victo- 
rien Sardou has affixed his  signa- 
ture. ‘‘ Wonderful! sublime ! triumphant !”’ 
are three of the epithets lavished upon 
Mme. a-Bernbardt, of whom Jules Clare- 
tie, in a transport, exclaims: ‘‘ We saw thee 
last an exquisite, capricious siren: we hail 
thee now as the perfection of art, as the incar- 
nation of the tragic muse, the acme of all ex- 
cellence.” I do not exactly agree with this 
outburst, but in all truth I must admit that 
the actress has outdone herself in her last 
creation. At the premiére critics complained 
somewhat of her diction. which they found 
jerky, but she was nervous, frizhtened indeed, 

‘or she had got it mto her head that some of 
ber rivals had so arranged matters that she 
might be coldly received or even hissed. Those 
.feats, however, were groundless. She met 
with the warmest of welcomes, which it is 
pot a misnomer to call an ovation, and 
with a return of confidence also returned that 
«golden voice” which to French ears is her 
i test charm. In “Fédora’? Mme. Bern- 

tt has probably won her greatest, her 
most legitimate triumph, and the author may 
thank interpreters for the immense success 
of his drama, which, admirable as it is, does 
not entirely escape the reproach of plagiarism. 
Net that 1 would accuse M. Sardou of having 
copied anybody, but there is one of its situa- 
tions which is almost identical with a scene in 
Baizac’s ‘*Chouans,’”’ and its canvas bears a 
family resemblance to Belot’s *‘Drame de la 
Rue de la Paix.” Yet he saves himself clev- 
erly; he avoids Balzac by giving a different 
dénoument to the situation: Fédora continues

A GREAT LAND SUIT ENDED. 
ATLANTIC City, N. J., Jan. 4.—The jury in 
the land case at 7 o’clock this morning returned a 
verdict in favor of Edwin Lippincott, the defend- 
ant.

This suit grows out of the fact that since 1856 the 
Atlantic Oceanin the neighborhood of Atlantic 
City has receded over 300 feet, and has consequently 
made just that much new beach property situated 
between the line of storm tide in 1856 and the iine 
of storm tide at the present day.

MISS EMMA THURSBY’S CONCERT. 

Miss Thursby’s undertaking in the five con- 
certs she has prepared by way of farewell to her 
native land deserves more than usual notice. The 
young lady is unquestionably a popular and favor- 
ite artist. In the first place, she is an Ameri- 
can, and received her best in#truction in New- 
York. It was in this City that the beauty of 
her voice was first recognized, and the natural 
talent which, at the beginning of her artistic 
career, drew attention to her when she was a timid 
débutante, has been so improved by experience 
and practice that to-day she is known in every 
capital of the world. In addition to an attractive 
stage presence and the refinement of a gentle- 
woman, she brings earnestness and_intelli- 
gence to illustrate her efforts. It is no 
longer a matter of doubt that her  posi- 
tion on the concert stage is most conspicu- 
ous. Thatshe has improved in ner method and 
style is entirely true, for in place of the compara- 

| tively untried singer of three years ago, who in 
truth was not then equal to every occasion, she 
comes to us now asathoroughly equipped artiste 
with a répertoire of extraordinary proportions. 
Miss Thursby’s plan is to present the works of 100 
composers from Palestrina to our youngest Ameri- 
can writers, and accordingly each programme will 
consist of 20 numbers by as many different authors. 

Mr. Maurice Strukosch is understood to be the origi- 

nator of the plan, and to his zeal this instructive 

and delightful “ Historical Cyclus” as it is entitled, 

isdue. ‘The house last nigbt contained a large 

audience, in which the most prominent musicians 

and amateurs were seen, and it was noticeable 

that no concert of this season has been listened to 
* with more interest and studious attention. 

Miss Thursby’s part of the programme consisted 
of selections from Bach, Handel, Haydn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, Schubert, Lassen, Reinecke, and Tau- 
bert. Her principal successes were the aria from 
Handel’s *“‘Acis ana Galatea,” which she gave in 
unexpectedly good style; Haydn’s canzonetta, 
“My mother bids me bind my hair,” which was 
delivered with charming simplicity and good 
method, and was accompanied by Mr. Strakosch to 
perfection; “ Deh vieoi non tardar,”’ from Mozart’s 
** Nozze di Figaro,” and Taubert’'s * Bird Song.” In 
the last named number she carried the house by 
storm and was recalied over and over again. The 
versatility of the young Jady in passing from the 
most severe music to the lightest works was not 
the least interesting feature of the concert. It 
would be mere flattery to say that she was equally 
successful in every number, but that she won 
an undoubted triumph and made a distinct- 
ly favorable impression is 
and her reception was more cordial as she pro- 
ceeded in her task, for with every song she aroused 
fresh enthusiasm. The Philharmonic Club was 
present, and, as usual, played in a perfectly satis- 
factory way to the enhancement of the artistic 
success of the evening. The other numbers of the 
programme were supplied by Mr. Hansen and Mr. 
Toedt. Miss Thursby’s next concert will be given 
on Saturday afternoon at Chickering Hal!, when an 
exceptionally good programme is promised.

STEINWAY HALL CONCERTS. 

The first of the series of ‘‘ popular concerts” 
given under the direction of Mr. Theodore Thomas 
took place vesterday afternoon. The title of the 
entertainments was hardly justified by the initial 
performance, for candor compels the statement 
that the concert did not appear to be popular, 
notwithstanding the moderate charges of ad- 
mission. The house was about half filled 
with an audience composed ‘mostly of the 
gentler sex, and there was a conspicuous 
absence of enthusiasm. It would seem that the 
public has been surfeited with music of late, or 
that the scheme of these concerts does not satisfy 
the wants of concert-goers, or tat the promise of 
the programmes is not what might be expected. 
There was atime when Mr. Theodore Thomas, at 
the head of a bandof musicians known as ** kis 
orchestra,” invariably attracted full houses, Then 
the orchestra was an organized body of musicians. 
They played constantly together and did so well 
that it was always a pleasure to hear them, even in 
the “Poet and Peasant’”’ overture or a yalse of 
Strauss. It wasin the conduct of this force that 
Mr. Thomas made his reputation, but it will not do 
fer him to announce his “unrivaled orchestra” 
after having educated the public to listen to perfect 
orchestral work, and give a concert like that of 
yesterday, which was manifestly imperfectly re- 
hearsed. A New-York audience knows what is 
good, and if these concerts are to be popular 
they must be meritorious. The real friends of 
Mr. Thomas, leaving out of the question his 
frenzied admirers who have well-nigh led him to 
musical ruin, will never cease to regret that he 
gaveup playing the violin to assume the baton of 
aconductor. As the first violin of a string quartet 
in which he played for 13 years he was admirable, 
and it was evident that nature designed him for the 
position. Subsequently, when he led the con- 
certs of light music interpreted by a collec- 
tion of musicians many of whom were com- 
petent to take his place, he made himself 
a favorite, but in more ambitious schemes it isa 
matter of fact that he has not been so success- 
ful. The old unrivaled orchestra played as one 
man, and contained some of the best perform- 
ers and most thoroughly trained musicians ever 
collected in one body. They made Mr. Thomas's 
reputation for him. It is told of President Lincoln 
that he said in his quaint, shrewd way that any 
regiment in the Army of the Potomac contained a 
sufficient number of men competent to “run the 
Government.” The same might be said of Mr. 
Thomas's former band, which was not dependent 
on its conductor and could * run” itself. 

The orchestra yesterday, which, it may be taken 
for granted, will play at the other concerts, is com- 
posed of good material, and may be welded intoa 
compact body. Individual excellence, however, 
does not supply every requisite, and certainly no 
one of experience could fail to take notice that 
there was an absences of the unanimity that 
comes from rehearsal and the mutual con- 
fidence that is begotten of continued association 
and abiding faith in the leader. The defects 
rather outnumbered the good points of the con- 
cert. The Beethoven piano concerto in E flat, No. 
5, (in which, by the way, Mr.Carl Herrmann played 
exceedingly well,) was crude, so faras Mr. Thomas 
and his orchestra were concerned. The lack of 
precision and the hesitating attack must have 





seriously embarrassed the pianist. Cowen’s 
Scandinavian symphony in C minor wes 
fairly well done, and, in fact, de- 


served more recognition than was aceorded 
by an audience of decidedly apathetic temper. Mr. 
Herrmann, as above remarked, played with good 
taste, and deserves praise for the finish and ele- 
gance of his style and the faithfulness of his work, 
He is evidently an artist, and the management are 
to be thanked for the opportunity giver the public 
to hear him. The singing of Miss Hattie Schell 
may be passed over in charitable silence. The 
second concert of tho series will be given next 
Wednesday afternoon, Jan. 10, when Mr. Veu- 
pert, the pianist, and Mrs. Helen M. Ames will 
appear, together with Mr. John fF. Rhodes, 
a violinist, who will make his début in New York 
on this occasion. The plan of these concerts is so 
good that public attention should be directed to 
them, and it is to be hoped that Mr. Thomas will 
be encouraged by a better attendance than that of 
yesterday to prolong the series, and let the publio 
hear good music at the moderate price required at 
the box-office. If the concerts are givenin a more 
perfect manner, which is attainable by his forces 
with study and carefulness, the popular series of 
matinées cannot fail to be successful and enjoy- 


able.

THE LATE DR. COAN. 





BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF AN OLD MIS- 
SIONARY., 

The Rey. Dr. Titus Coan, whose death at his 
home in Hilo, Sandwich Islands, on Dec. 1 last, 
was reported in yosterday’s Times, was one of the 
oldest missionaries in point of service rendered 
that ever bore the cross to heathen lands. He had 
served in the Sandwich Islands as a missionary al- 
most without intermission fora period of nearly 
48 years, and he was regarded by the natives with 
a feeling of affection and veneraticn. The ven- 
erable missionary was attacked by a severe 
stroke of paralysis on Sept. 16 last, 
He rallied from this attack,and beeame so much 
improved that he was able to take daily exercise in 


the open ar up to the very day of his death. His 
funeral services were held on the morning of Sun- 
day, Dee. 3, in the native church at Hilo, the ser- 
vices being conducted in both the Hawajlian and 
English languages. Dr. Coan was in his eighty- 
second year at the time of his death, having been 
born at Killingworth, Conn., Feb. 1, 1801. His 
father was a farmer, and after attending the vil- 
lage school until he had reached the age of 12 
years, Titus, who was the youngest of seven sons, 
Was put to work on the farm to aid his father. He 
showed an earnest inclination to continue 
his studies, however, and private’ tutors 
Were engaged to teach him at his home, 
After teaching school for 11 years he entered the 
Auburn Theological Seminary in 1231, and after a 
course of two years was graduated with the high- 
est honors of his class. In 1833 he was licensed to 
preach, and in August of that year he was one ofa 
party of missionaries sent to Patagonia by the 
American Board of Missions, where he remained a 
year. In 1834 Mr. Coan was married to Miss Fi- 
delia Chureh, of Churchville, this State, and on 
Dec. 24 of that year he and his wife. with five 
other missionaries, sailed from Boston in_ the 
ship Hellespont forthe Sandwich Islands. From 
this date the life-work of Dr. Coan began. He was 
stationed with his wife at Hilo, and in addition to 
——— the Gospel te the natives as a missionary 
re was obliged to act as the physician of the town 
for the first 14 years of his labors. He began his 
work at Hilo by learning the Hawaiian language, 
and when he had mastered this his suc- 
cess in making converts among the natives 
was wonderful. Of a singularly mild and af- 
fectionate disposition, he won the confidence 
of the Hawaiians at the beginning, and with his 
wife, who had established a school for girls, suc- 
ceeded in converting to the Christian religion 12,113 
of the native men and women at the begin- 
ning of 1880. He soon had a native church 
established at Hilo, and in a short time 
trained native converts to act as missionaries 
among their own people. Dr. Coan revisite’ Amer- 
ica but once after his departure for the Sandwich 
Islands, and this was in 1870, when he passed about 
six months bere, and then returned to his work. In 
addition to hi3 missionary labors he added a great 
deal to the knowledge of the world in regard to 
voleanic eruptions, by his contributions to the 
American Journal of, Science and the Misstonary 
Heraid. He also published a book entitled * Life 
in Hawaii,” in which he gave an interesting history 
of his experiences in the island.

Major Francis DeGrass, of the firm of Wexel 
& DeGrass, the largest firm of merchants and Gov- 
erument contractors in Mexico, died on Wednesday 
night at Rencondia, near Vera Cruz. He was the 
most popular, prominent, and enterprising Ameri- 
can in Mexico, and did more to build up American 
trade than any other one man, his firm employing 
a large number of travelers and being the heaviest 
importers of American goods. He was also Vice- 
President of the Mexican Oriental Railroad Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Jay Gould is the President. 
Major DeGrass served with distinction in the Union 
Army as commander of a battery under Gen. Sher- 
man. Among the physicians who attended him 
was the Surgeon-General of the Army, sent to him 
by the express command of President Gonzaies. 
His death causes the most profound sorrow among 
Mexicans and foreigners. ’

THE DANGERS OF OCEAN CURRENTS. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 4.—The report of Capt. P. A. 
Scott, Royal Navy, the Commissioner appointed to 
investigate the causes of the loss of the Cedar 
Grove steam-ship, has been received. Capt. Scott 
attributes the loss of the vessel mainly to the north- 
erly set of the current after passing Cape Race, 
which probably carried the Cedar Grove at 


least 26 miles out of her course in 35 hours. The 
Captain is said to have declared at the time the ves- 
se] struck that he expected to pass 30 miles off 
shore, and he consequently blamed his compass for 
being out of order.

HENDRICKS ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 





VIEWS OF THE EX-GOVERNOR OF INDIANA 
REGARDING CIVIL SERVICE REFORM, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 4,—Ex-Gov. Hendricks 
bas written a letter on the political situation and 
on civil service reform, in the course of which, 
after insisting that Democrats must reap the 
fruits of the recent victories, he says: ‘* By unpre- 
cedented majorities and over vast regions ot coun- 


try the party in power and its management of pub- 
lic affairs have been condemned and repudiated. 
At sucha time, and with the popular judgment 
unanswered, we are told that it is states- 
manship and an assurance of better govern- 
ment to provide by law that the office 
holders, who have been the party agents and in- 
struments in maintaining the measures and poli- 
cies so condemned, shall be made more per- 
manent and secure in their offices than ever 
before. Weknow that the struggle for the con- 
trol of the patronage has disrupted a powerful 
party, but the people who followed the 
banner of reform cared naught for that. 
They are for the improvement of the civil service, 
not the strengthening of the party. If 
partiality and favoritism has so revailed 
that States and sections are denied their just 
roportions of the patronage, let it be regulated by 
aw. Ifit be found expedient to appoint exam- 
iners after the manner of the school system, let 
that also be done. I will have faith in it when I 
see its fruits.” 

But when the oftice-holding class is made per- 
manent by law, or the removal made difficult, 
1 will expect frauds to become more se- 
cure and reform more difficult, changes in 
the agents that transact public business facili- 
tate the discovery of whatever ought not to 
be concealed. To guarantee a pure republic, I 
do not believe we need to establish an 
office-holding class. During many Administra- 
tions by the Democratic and other parties, 
official frauds were almost unknown with 
the absolute power of appointment and re- 
moval in tne hands of the President 
and his secretaries. When Mr. Gutherie was Sec- 
retary of the Treasury it did not require 
that he should be stripped of the power 
of removal to keep the employes of 
his department from misappropriating the public 
money. In accepting the nomination of the 
St. Louis Convention for Vice-President, I said 
what I then thought on the subject, and what I 
yet believe, For more than 20 years the Repub- 
lican party has beenin power. It has been pro- 
scriptive, exclusive, and selfish. From year to 
year and from administration to administratton it 
has become conspicuously so.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4, 1883. 
The House to-day passed the Army Appro- 
priation bill. It contains the provision for the 


gradual abolition of the pay corps. The provision 
as to tne transportation of army and army sup- 
plies remains unchanged. 


The sub-committee of the House Committee 
on Agriculture to-day made a favorable report to

WHAT ALDERMAN WAITE : FOUND TO AP- 

PROVE AND WHAT TO DISAPPROVE IN 

THE DISCIPLINE AND CONTRACT WORK. 


Alderman Charles B. Waite, of the Prison 
Association of New-York, visited the Kings County 
Penitentiary on Wednesday as a committee of the 
association. He was fortified with an order from 
Judge Donohue, of the Supreme Court, giving him 
fall power to visit, inspect, and examine certain 
prisons, among them this institution, provided 
the examination be concluded before Jan. 15. Mr. 
Waite’s visit was unexpected, and Warden John 
Green was not at the prison, so that, although 
the officers on duty went about the place with 
him, Mr. Waite asked questions and made observa- 
tions more freely than he might have done under 
a sense of delicacy in the presence of the responsi- 
ble head of the penitentiary. When the visit was 
made there were 786 prisoners within the prison 
boundaries, of whom 294 were male convicts con- 
fined for long terms and 362 for short terms, and 
180 female prisoners for long and short terms. The 
roster of those who had them charge was one 
Warden, one clerk, four night watchmen, one 
roundsman, one door-keeper, one hallman, one 
engineer, thirteen ‘‘shop"'-keepers, one prison 
matron, two “shop” matrons, and the physician, 
Dr. Homer L. Bartlett—in all 28 persons, or one 
prison officer to 28.07 prisoners. The prisoners 
ate confined in the short term and long term 

,brisons, which are in the main building, and in the 
female prison, which is in the centre of the 
quadrangle. The shoe shops of the Bay State Shoe 
avd Leather Company, in which 75 per cent. of the 
prisoners are employed, are in a building in the 
north-east corner of the prison grounds. 

‘The cleanliness of the buildings in which the 
prisoners are confined challenged attention. It 
qvas perfect. No whitewash or paint hid dirt, the 
ventilation was capital, and there were ample 
appliances for washing and flushing the prison 


In the cells were buckets, instead of hop- 
ae ee are objectionable because of their 
sewer connections. In the snug, cheery hospital 
were eight patients, four of whom had contracted 
disease before they entered the prison One poor 
fellow, far gone in consumption, was patiently 
pwaiting the death that would soon commute his 
sentence. In the short term prison convict tailors 
were making up convict suits from cloth supplied 
py contrattors, under the supervision of a self- 
committed prisoner, a man who cannot keep sober 
ontside of prison. In the convict kitchen, which 
4s in the female prison, convict cooks, men, 
were busy over the pannikins and soup bollers, 
and convict bakers were ranging and eutting up 
loaves of good bread—better bread, in fact, than 
the majority of our poor can buy in bakeries. In 
the female prison some of the prisoners were at 
work ina laundry, and others, were making gar- 
ments in a bright, airy corridor, which was enliv- 
ened by flourishing geraniums and other pot plants 
and creepers, tenderly cared for. In the shoe shop 
500 male convicts worked under the eyes of armed 
keepers and employes of the corporation which has 
the lucrative contract. The keepers are perched 
on high seatsand permit no lagging. In the fe- 
male department a hundred or more free girls 
work if the same room with about 50 sullen, de- 
graded-looking convicts, but hold no communica- 
fon withthem. Nearly all the male convicts in 
the shop appear to be cheerful and expert. Some 
of them work as though they enjoyed it, and look 
pleased when a visitor picks up a piece of work 
and examines it critically. The shop in some de- 
partments is crowded. especially in the female de- 
partment, buat the ceilings are high. In case of 
fre. nowever, it would be difficult to clear the 
shop building at short notiee, and a fire breaking 
out on the ground floor and traveling rapidly 
wouid result in the death of many persons, as the 
exits are difficult to reach and the stairs are wind- 
Mine most noteworthy feature of the prison after 
the cleanliness inside the buildings is the sleek ap- 
pearance of the prisoners. Those who were ques- 
tioned spoke well of the regimen, and fair meat 
and groceries were in the store house. State 
prison rules in regard to visitors, &c., the receiving 
of presents by prisoners from friends and relatives, 
gre not enforced here. A prisoner can receive a 
visitor at aimost any time during the day, and 
may accept anything but intoxicating liquors. 
Smoking and chewing tobacco are not prohibited. 
Inthe short term prison the conviets take little 
trouble with their cells. In the long term prison 
some of the cells are comfortably furnished and 
rendered gay by eheap prints, ornaments, and 
fecorative stuffs. Im the female prison are 
seven women sentenced to _ end their 
qays in prison for murder, and several of 
their cells are comfortably furnished with 
snug beds of many mattresses, and adorned 
and decorated wherever an ornament or a decora- 
tion can be placed, the aim being, apparently. in 
each instance to make the narrow, whitewashed 
fungeon as unlike a celias possible. The cell of 
the negro murderer Johuson, the custodian of the 
thapel keys, was the most tastefully adorned of 
gil There was little to criticise anywhere. In the 
‘ong term prison, however,a noted burglar who 
before conviction broke out of Raymond-Street 
Jail had a soft billet, sported a mustache, and was 
2xempted from service in the shoe shop. The plea 
that he was an invalid was not borne out by his ap- 
pearance. The grounds of the prison were not 
tidy or properly graded,the walks were ill-kept, 
the bath-house was uncomfertable and ill-arranged, 
and the hog-pens in the south-west corner of the 

ands were unnecessarily filthy and malodorous. 

e records of the penitentiary appeared to be 
weil kept, and all information about the prison 
was given readily and ushesitatingly. 

Two matters had Mr. Waite’s earnest attention, 
and be taiked at length to the prison officers in re- 
gardtothem. The first was the evident necessity, 
jn view of the small number of keepers employed 
of detailing conviets to do work which men should 

paid to do, and which should not be done by 

felons. The Officers admitted that convicts were 

oing duty as tiermen—possibly a dozen—that 
there was no free cook, and that other positions 
were filled by felons. Even the gas is made bya 
convict. The exeuse was made that in many in- 
stances a convict was given a position because he 
Was pronounced sick by the physician, but the 
wide-awake gentleman who acted as Mr. Waite’s 
informant was compelled to admit that some of 
the places were “a kind of reward.”’ He also ex- 
plained that, short-handed as they were, they were 
sometimes glad to have the services of a convict 
whose time bad nearly expired, and who had be- 
haved weil. It was mentioned incidentally that 
Warden Green seeks to enforce discipline by hu- 
mane methods; that the only corrective measures 
are the dark cell and the cutting down of rations, 
and that the keepers co-operate with the Warden 
and resist temptation. As proof of this there is 
the case of the wealthy convict counterfeiter 
Charies Becker, who planned to escape some time 
ago. A fortane could have been made by a keeper, 
but the plot was discovered and frustrated in the 
strict line of duty. 

The other matter in which Mr. Waite interested 

if was the contract system, Pains were taken 

oy the prison officers to make him convinced that 
Andrew Green and the contractors were at daggers 
frawn. Bethis as it may, there is apparently a 
controversy between him and the contractors, who 
wish to increase the hours of labor, and the matter 
js under discussion, by order of the Commis- 
vioners of C ties, Warden Green and Dr. 
Bartlett opposing the measure. The labor 
required of the convicts by the con- 
tractors is eight hours in midwinter and 10 hours 
the remainder of the year. The contractors reject 
short term men, on the ground that when they 
have learned to be useful they go away. A new 
man placed in the ‘‘shup’ is given 15 days to fit 
bimself into a“ gang.” For this the prison gets 
pothing. Then he begins to earn for the prison 30 
cents a day. From the thir i to the sixth month the 
pay is 40 cents; from the sixth to the twelfth 
month, 50 cents; from the twelfth month to the 
end of the third year, 60cents. To earn the highest 
pay—75 cents a day—a man has to hare com- 
leted 918 days of work. When he is turned out into 
© world again be receives $5 and asuit of clothes, 
and all he may have earned goes into the treasury 
of the Charities Commission. The contractors are 
hard taskmasters and the convicts work too much. 
Once in the “shop” a convict is toa great degree 
out of the Warden's reach. He cannet be pun- 
ished by the taskmaster, and be can at any time 
demand te be taken before the Warden and relate 
a grievance, and hecannot be disciplined without 
ving a hearing in the presence of his accuser, 
but the Warden has lost control over bim except 
to hold him in prison. Tosum it all up, there can 
be no proper discipline under the present contract 
system. If what is said at the Kings County Pen- 
itentiary be true, the convicts and the Warden are 
fighting the contractors. ‘On the other band,” re- 
marked one of the prison officers, ‘‘God help the 
convict when the contractor and Warden are 
friendly!” This officer was of the opinion that no 
penal institution should do more than pay its ex- 
penses. Any surplus should form a fund which 
should be devoted to the endowment of 
discharged convicts. It was also remarked 
that in the “* ” @ convict learns 
little that will help him when he leaves the prison. 
The gang system teaebes a prisoner to make only 
one part of foot gear. It would not pay to teach 
men ali the branches. The only useful knowledge 
acquired inthe “shop” is by those who work at 

“lasting.”” Such men can find werk when they are 

discharged. Some harsh comments were made on 

the new Code, under which vagrants are committed 
tothe penitentiary. They are a nuisance there, 
as they cannot be put to work, and many of them 
re far more degraded than professional criminals. 
he system of having free men and women work 
with convicts in the ‘‘shop’” was condemned. 

Mr. Waite will make some investigations to estab- 

sh or disprove the assertions ef the prison officers, 
nd willsoon make areport, with recommenda- 
ons, to the Prison Association.

“MART” ALLEN AGAININ TROUBLE 
——— > -- 

CAPT. M’ELWAIN MAKES AN IMPORTANT 
DISCOVERY. 

Capt. John. McElwain, of the Sixteenth 
Precinct, made an important capture on Wednes- 
day night in the person of ‘ Mart” Allen, a notori- 
ous thief and burglar. He has secured evidence to 
connect Allen with a number of burglaries which 
have been committed in this City within the past 
few months, Allen andagang of burglars were 
under surveillance for nearly three weeks. Allen 
lived with his wife and three children at No. 400 
West Twentieth-street. The house was watched, 
and it was found that “Wes” Allen, a brother of 
“Mart,” also anotorious thief and criminal, fre- 


quently called there. The other members of tha 
party were Charles Dunn and Jobn Clark, alias 
* Royal.” Tuesday afternoon * Mart,’’**Wes’’ Dunn, 
and Clark went to Iloboken, and the next thing 
heard by the Police about their movements was 
that they had attempted to rob S. L. Newbury’s 
jewelry store in that city. and that Dunn bad been 
arrested. Fearing that the arrest of Dunn would 
break up the gang Capt. McElwain determined 
upon prompt measures. Discovering that Allen 
had returned home the Captain, with his detec- 
tives, made araid on his apartments at 10 o'clock 
on Wednesday night. Allen was at supper when 
the Police entered, and finding that he was fairly 
caged made no resistance. He was sent to the 
station-house under escort,and then the apart- 
men‘s were thoroughly overhauled. The Police 
found a full complement of burglars’ tools. 
A box containing 18 fine long ostrich feathers. 
& pair of lace curtains, 33 cakes of fancy soap, 6 
remnants of silk, 9 nieces of bead trimming,a large 
silver-plated salver with the inscription erased, 19 
silver nut-pickers, 4 silver napkins, 14 plated table- 


forks, 6 tablespoons, 3 teaspoons, and 2 salt-ceflarsy 


Seventy-five keys of all putterms and descriptions 
were also found in the rooms. Allen was searched 
at the station-house,. and in his possession were 
found diagrams of the front and rear elevations of 
a business block at the corner of Main and Broad 
streets, Newark, N. J. In this block is situated a 
bank, an express office, the offices of an iron com- 
pany, Fraguer’s store, and the store of Leich, Rice 
& Co. Accompanying these diagrams were the 
following directions: 

“ Fraguer’s store, and Leich, Rice & Co.'s store, oppo- 
site Sun Hotel. Goon Broad-street bridge, where you 
can see the back of the stores and the wagon road. The 


wagon road comes right out back of the Eagle Hotel. 
Look at Calat’s store, atthe corner of Main and Broad 


streets, Mrs. Krause keeps & miilinery store opposite 
Eagle Hotel, She used to keep a large lot of silks. 
Also, look at express offiee.’’ 

Chief Donovan. of Hoboken, when shown the 
diagrams. said that they were the exact represen- 
tation of the block in Newark which was doubtless 
the objective point of a proposed raid by the 
burglars. In the possession of Allen was likewise 
founda white metal shield of the size and shape 
worr bythe Police Sergeants of this city. The 
shield was not inscribed, but with the eagle rest- 
ing on the top dispiayed it was well calculated to 
deceive, especially at night. 

Allen spent the night in a cell at the station- 
house in West Twentieth-street, and yesterday 
was brought before Justice Bixby, in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, where two charges of 
burglary were made against him. One was made 
by Mrs. Pamelia W. Lyall, of No. 367 West 
Twentieth-street, whose residence was broken 
into by burgiars on the night of Aug. 12, 1882, anda 
pair of cluster diamond earrings, valued at $600, 
and silver and silver-plated ware, valued at $200 
more, were carried off. Mrs. Lyall identified the 
nut-picks, napkin rirgs, forks, spoons, and salt- 
cellars found in Allen’s room as her property. Mr. 
Samual Marsh, of No. 345 West Ninteenth-street, 
made the other complaint. On the night of the 
7th ult. his residence was visited by burglars, who 
forced open the front hall door witha ‘‘jimmy,” 
and stole a marble clock. a pair of lace curtains, a 
silk dress, an overcoat, and a willow basket, 
valued in all at $200. The lace curtains and the 
willow basket were found in Allen’s apartments, 
Allen pleaded not guilty, and demanded an ex- 
amination, which was set down for to-morrow.

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THE FAILURES OF A YEAR.

AN ALARMING EXTENSION OF CREDIT— 
WHAT R. G. DUN & CO. SAY. * 

The annual circular published by R. G: Dun 
& Co.’s mercantile agency gives the number of 
failures in the United States for the year as 6,738, 
with liabilities aggregating $101,547,564. The per- 
centage of : failures was lin every 122 engaged in 
business, and the average liabilities were $15,070. 
These figures in every respect show a very marked 
increase over the first two years of the present de- 
cade, and are larger than in any year since 1878. 
Since the great panic of 1857, the only years in 
which the number of failures and the amount of 
liabilities exceeded those of 1882 were 1861 and 
each of the four years from 1875 to 1878. The lia- 
bilities of 1878, the most disastrous year for business 
in a quarter of a century, did not equal those of 1857 


by $57,000,000. though the number of failures were 
greater in 1878 by 5,546. That there should have 
been such a marked increase as between 1881 and 
1882—5,582 as against 6,738 failures, and $81,155,932 
as against $101,547,564 liabilities—is a remarkable 
fact, and as the circular says, “A consideration 
which obtrudes itself as a most unpleasant feature 
of the present situation.’’ The powerof absorp- 
tion by consumers of al! classes or the ability to 
pay were never more marked when compared with 
,the volume of present indebtedness, The tendency 
of farmers to hold back their products for higher 
prices has caused an expansion of credit in some 
sections which has been a disturbing element, but 
which utterly fails to account for the peculiar in- 
crease in financial disasters. The chief reason for 
these, as stated in the circular, is the alarming ex- 
tension of lines of credit superinduced by an undue 
anxiety to dispose of goods without a proper in- 
vestigation as to ability to pay forthem. A sub- 
terfuge resorted to of dating invoices months 
ahead is strongly condemned as one that inereases 
the volumeof credit to a greater extent than safety 
will permit, for the obligations are mueh less re- 
alizable for immediate purposes than if the extent 
and duration of the credit were plainly set forth. 
For the purpose of determining whetner failures 
are more liable to occurin one season of the year 
tnan in another the following record otf failures by 
quarters has been prepared, and the same relative

A MISSING BARK. 


PROBABLE LOSS OF THE STAR OF THE WEST 
AND HER CREW. 

The, bark Star of the West, which left this 
port for Bremen on Oet. 20, has not since been 
heard from, and Mr. J. Zittlosen, of No. 60 Beaver- 
street, her owner, fears she has been lost with all 
on board. This vessel was formerly the steam-ship 
8. 8S. Cuyler, which was used as a gun-boat 
during the war and was afterward fitted out 
as a privateer for the Government of 
Peru during her trouble with Spain. The S. §. 
Cuyler was built at this port in 1859, and was 
intended as an experiment. She had sharp bows, 
and in many other respects resembled a yacht. 
She was supplied with several new steam appli- 
ances, all of which were intended to be experi- 


mental. In 1861 she was purchased by the United 
States Government at a cost of $165,000, and was 
armed with 12 guns. She was sent to watch block- 
ade runners along the coast of the Southern States. 
She cruised principally in the Gulf of Mexico, 
where she captured three schooners which were 
attempting to run the blockade. After the war 
she was sold to Russell Sturgess, and for atime 
plied between this port and New-Orleans. In 1867, 
during the war between Peru and Spain, the Cuy- 
ler was sold to a high official of the United States 
of Colombia. The Spanish {Minister at Wash- 
ington learned that she was intended for 
a Peruvian privateer, although the Govern- 
ment of Colombia was nominally neutral. 
United States District Attorney Courtney libeled 
the vessel just as she was about to lexve this 
port. Her owners gave bonds to the amount of 
$200,000. The Cuyler was next beard of under the 
name El Rayo. She was then lying at ancher in 
one of the ports of Colombia. she was being 
watched by a Soanish and also by an American 
man-of-war, both of which suspected that 
she had been fitted up to prey on 
Spanish commerce. President Mosquero, of 
the Colombian Government, was anxious to 
assist the Peruvians. His refusal to disarm the El 
tayo was one of the causes which led to bis over- 
throw. In 1875 the eagines were taken out of the 
vessel and she was made into a bark and named 
the Star of the West. When she left this port last 
October she was commanded by Capt. Joseph 
fickett, who was accompanied by his wife. fr 
Thiessen, of this City, was mate, and A. 
Carerey was second officer. Under them were 
17 men, nearly all of whom were Germans 
and Norwegians. The cook and the steward were 
Chinese. Capt. Frickett was 38 years of age, and 
bad been ih the employ of Mr. Zittlosen for nearly 
20 years. He was a native of Portiand, Me., and is 
very highly spoken of by his fellow-Captains. The 
bark was worth $20,000, but was only partially in- 
sured. She measured 1,192 tons. Her cargo con- 
sisted of refined oll, and was worth about $30,000. 
This was probably insured by the consignees in 
Bremen. Another bark left this porta month after 
the missing vesse!’s departure, and arrived at 
Bremen 10 days ago. The Star of the West has 
made the trip to Bremen in 25 days. It is thought 
that she foundered during the heavy gales early in 
December.

HENRY L. SPRAGUE’S CONIEST.

THE ASSEMBLY ELECTION CASE PUT OVER 
UNTIL TO-DAY. 

The Assembly Committee on Privileges and 
Elections met yesterday morning at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel for the purpose of investigating 
the claims of Henry L. Sprague to the seat in 
the Assembly now occupied by Thales S. Bliss. The 
committee is evidently a business committee, but 


was powerless to act yesterday. Mr. Sprague was 
present with his attorney, F. L. Stetson, and a 
number of witnesses, and when Mr. Stetson rose to 
open his case, Mr. Malone, wno on Wednesday 
represented Mr. Bliss and was very anxious to 
go on with the hearing and opposed 
any adjournment, even to the afternoon, 
gave way to Mr. Nelson J. Waterbury. That 
gentieman said that he was not ready to goon 
with the hearing, as he had just seen the petition 
for the first time and nad had no time to prepare 
and file an answer. He was informed by Mr. Rice, 
the Chairman of the committee, that an adjourn- 
nent was had on Wednesday against the wishes of 
Mr. Bliss and his counsel, who professed a readi- 
ness and desire to proceed at once with the case. 
The change in the attitude of the sitting member 
be could not understand, nor could he see any 
reason for delay. Mr. Waterbury thereupon as- 
serted that the time he asked for should be given 
him; that a refusal looked like an attempt to “ rail- 
road” the case through; that haste was unneces- 
sary; that Mr. Biiss’s friends wanted to hold a 
consultation in the evening and decide what plan 
to pursue in the hearing, and, finally, that an an- 
swer to the petition could not be filed before this 
morning. Mr. Roosevelt, of the committee, dis- 
claimed on the part of the members of the 
committee, any desire to “railroad” the case, but 
asserted the necessity of an immediate hearing, so 
that the report on the cases might be madeto the 
Legislature on its reassembling on Tuesday even- 
ing next. With this statement Mr. Rive, on be- 
half of the committee, fully concurred, and sug- 
gested that an answer be filed at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Mr. Stetson said that Mr. Waterbury’s claim 
that he knew nothing as to the claims of the peti- 
tion was fallacious, as he had appeared as counsel 
for Mr. Bliss before the Board of County Can- 
vassers, and the issue was the same as it was be- 
fore that board. Mr. Waterbury not only knew 
the claims of the contestant but also had the 
benefit of the testimony he would present, 
and therefore there was no excuse for any 
delay of any kind. After consultation with 
bis associates Mr. Riee announced that 
the committee would adjourn until 2 
o'clock, at whieh hour they should expect an 
answer and be prepared to go on with the case, 
As the committee was preparing to leave the 
room Mr. Waterbury announced that he would 
not attempt to file an answer to the petition at the 
bour designated, and would not be prepared to go 
on. Questioned as to when he could be ready, he 
designated this morning at 9 o'clock as the time 
when be would file an answer, but he declined to 
promise to be ready to present his witnesses and 
go on with the case. Yet he asserted ‘in good 
faith” that he was anxious to do everything pos- 
sible to facilitate the hearing and the disposal 
of the case. Mr. Rice, on behalf of the commit- 
tee, said that there had been no reason advanced 
for a delay further than Mr. Waterbury’s personal 
convenience. In his opinion no injustice was 
being done tothe sitting member, as he had been 
given 24 hours’ notice in which to prepare his 
answer and be ready for a hearing, for which he 
on Wednesday professed he was all ready. 
Further delay than to this morning at 9 o’clock 
could not therefore be given, and the sitting mem- 
ber must then be ready to proceed with a hearing. 
Mr. Erwin finally remarked: “If the counsel isn’t 
willing to go on with this case the committee can 
proceed with it without his assistance,and ex- 
perience hastaught me that they will beable to 
proceed with it as well without as with counsel.”’ 
Finally, on motion of Mr. Welch, of Niagara, a 
resolution was adopted in which the sitting mem- 
ber and contestant were directed to appear be- 
fore the committee with their witnesses prepared 
for the hearing this morning at 9 o’clock. 

The committee, at a cousultation at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, decided to hear the evidence 
in the Connolly-Lindsay case in the Eighth District 
of Kings County on Saturday morning at 10 
o'clock. If the Sprague-Bliss and the Connolly- 
Lindsay hearings are concluded by Saturday, the 
eommittee will hear the Coffey Sheridan case on 
Monday next. If that case cannot be reached on 
that day it will go over untilafter next week’s ses- 
sion of the Assembly, and be heard on the last 
days of the week.

THE CITY'S FINANCES. 

The monthly statement of the condition of 
the City debt, which was issued yesterday by Con- 
troller Campbel!, shows that on the last day of 
1882 the total funded debt was $130,474,237 07, not 
including $4,246,534 40 revenue bonds issued in an- 
ticipation of taxes. The bonded debt of the an- 


nexed district above the Harlem River, which is 
included in this statement, was $875,500. The 
amount in the sinking fund for the redemption of 
the City debt on Dec. 31 was $34,332,388 49. Dur- 
ing the month of December warrants to the amount 
of $8,787,382 68 were drawn against the City Treas- 
ury. The total amount drawn during the year was 
$56,275,595 48. Stocks and bonds were issued dur- 
ing 1882 to the amount of $22,163,290 81. Of this 
sum $2,051,211 was for public works, street open- 
ings. and improvements; $1,010,000 was for Croton 
water-works, $937,000 was for docks and slips, 
$194,000 was for expenses and awards of the Assess- 
ment Commission, $134,000 was on account of the 
New-York and Brooklyn bridge, $62,000 was for a 
bridge over the Harlem River, $40,750 was for real 
estate for the Fire Department, $10,095 41 was for 
improvement of the Hariem River, $9,000 was for 
improvement of City parks, $2,500 was for removal 
of pipes at the Forty-second-street reservoir, $1,000 
was for the County Court-house, $15,934 40 was for 
“expense of proceedings against certain public 
officers of the City of New-York,”’ and $17,695,800 
was for current expenses of the City Goverament,
